Collection , but we never imagined that an ultra-rare 1847 First Restrike half cent would come to us for the same 
auction. Another great surprise is a 1910 proof set, complete with gold, held in the same family until now. 

That 1910 proof set forms one of our Featured Collections, The Wesson Collection. Read about our four Featured

The Al Boka Copperheads Collection 

Bordentown, New Jersey native Jon A. "Al" Boka got his numismatic start collecting Lincoln cents from circulation 
at the age of nine. It was also about that time that an uncle, who lived in a Trenton house just yards from the "Battle 
Monument" honoring George Washington's crossing of the Delaware River, showed him a cigar box full of large cents 
he had found among the rafters in the cellar. While Al didn't realize it at the time, his uncle's action planted a seed that 
would bloom much later in life. Al bought his first large cent in Amsterdam in 1965, while he was serving with the U. 
S. Air Force in Europe. In 1973, the same year he joined Early American Coppers as member 406, Al started collecting 
in earnest with the purchase of an 1820 Newcomb-13 from a coin shop in Wilmington, Delaware; the piece is included 
in this auction. 

In 2004 Al, along with a few other associates, organized an exhibit for the Early American Coppers [EAC] convention in 
San Diego, California. The exhibit included all 58 collectible varieties of large cents from the year 1794, with examples 
chosen for their impressive pedigrees. The exhibit proved popular and was repeated the following year at the EAC 
convention in Annapolis, Maryland. The exhibit also led to a book, Provenance Gallery of the Year 1794 United States 
Large Cents, and the www.1794largecents.com Web site. 

Mr. Boka is known for two important sets of large cents: a high-grade date set and his personal set of all 58 collectible 
varieties of 1794. His cents were all assembled with an eye for provenance rather than grade, though grade was 
certainly an attraction when possible. Mr. Boka is keeping his 1794 cents, but his other large cents, including the 
famous Halpern 1794 Sheldon-13 and the Brand-Halpern 1799/8 Sheldon-188, are offered here. 

The Eagle Harbor Collection, Part Three 

The high-level Registry enthusiast behind the Eagle Harbor collection assembled the #1 All-Time Set of Capped Bust 
Halves, 1807-1839 with Varieties (offered in December 2008), and Part Two was his impressive copper and silver 
Registry type set (offered in December 2010). Now it is the gold Registry type set's turn to come to auction as Part 
Three. Most noteworthy among the offerings is a rare 1832 13 Stars or BD-1 half eagle, AU55 PCGS, representative of 
the ever-challenging small-size Capped Bust five dollar series. 


The Shrike Set of $2 1/2 Indians 


The #2 Current Finest and #4 All-Time Finest PCGS Registry Set for the Indian Head $2-1/2 Gold Basic Set, Circulation 
Strikes (1908-1929) category, The Shrike Set was assembled by Gerald Karschner, the same collector behind the Shrike 
Set of Morgan dollars that Heritage was privileged to offer in January 2011. Mr. Karschner's keen eye for quality is on 
display with coins such as his 1911 -D Strong D quarter eagle, MS65 PCGS Secure, and the Luchs-Kutz specimen of the 
1914 quarter eagle, MS66 PCGS. 

The Wesson Collection 

This complete, newly NGC-certified 1910 proof set is sure to excite collectors, especially proof gold enthusiasts. The 
first time the coins in this collection were offered for sale, they were bought by an employee of the Philadelphia Mint, 
surname Wesson, who gave them to his granddaughter. Decades later, the set passed from mother to child, the current 
consignor. Offered for only the second time in a century, this set (to be sold as individual lots) is most noteworthy for 
its gold pieces: a quarter eagle in PR64+, half eagle in PR66+, eagle in PR67, and double eagle in PR67.

THE AL BOKA COPPERHEADS COLLECTION 

1793 S-l, B-l Chain AMERI. Cent, XF40 
First Philadelphia Mint Coinage 




3001 1793 Chain AMERI. XF40 PCGS. S-l, B-l, R.4. MRB VF35. Ex: Masters-Boka. Breen Die State III, with light clash marks 
below the bust. The Chain AMERI. cent was the first coin minted at the new Philadelphia Mint building that was completed 
late in 1792. These coins were struck in late February 1793. The first delivery consisted of 11,178 cents, delivered on March 1. 
Breen suggests that a little over half of those coins were the Chain AMERI. cents, the remainder from the S-2 dies. Dr. Sheldon 
wrote in Penny Whimsy: “Still one of the most prized American coins, and common enough that any seriously enamored 
collector can count on acquiring one.” About 150 examples survive today in all grades. 

This light brown and chocolate specimen has glossy surfaces with hints of blue and faintly reflective fields. There are a few minor 
marks on Liberty’s jaw and elsewhere on the obverse, a tiny rim nick over TE of STATES, small nicks between EN and over NT, and a few 
planchet fissures on each side, the latter as struck. The strike is a trifle soft at the center, a characteristic common to nearly every survivor 
from this die pair. In 1975 Dave Bowers noted: “The coin is completely free of the bruises, weak rims, retooling, and other detriments which 
are so often encountered on pieces of this class variety.” In 1992, the Superior cataloger described the marks on the jaw as “reeding marks,” 
speculating that they may have originated from the bars of the Vine and Bars edge of another cent. Graded VF35 in the Frankenfield 
catalog, it has been graded as high as XF45 (Superior, 1/1985) and as low as VF20 (Noyes). In his 2005 Official Condition Census, Bill Noyes 
gave an unverified earlier provenance from Col. E.H.R. Green to Eric P. Newman, with its next appearance in February 1992. His grade 
of VF20 with average surfaces places this coin at the 21st position in that census. Its actual census rank may be a little higher. 

Frank Harris Masters, Jr. (1914-1985) was an attorney from Joliet, Illinois, who served as a state’s attorney in Will County, Illinois, 
from 1952 to 1964. He later served as a special assistant to the Illinois attorney general, and served on his local Zoning Board. He was 
born on February 19, 1914, the son of Frank Harris Masters and Clara Louise Roelker, and died in Chicago on May 23, 1985.

Lettered Edge Subvariety 
From the Eliasberg Collection 



3002 1793 Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge AU55 PCGS. S-llc, B-16c, Low R.3. MRB XF45. Ex: Eliasberg-Boka. Breen Die State III 
with extensive and remarkable clash marks in the right obverse field. The Low R.3 rating indicates that 400 to 500 of these S-llc 
Wreath cents survive in all grades, with the Boka specimen easily in the top 10. For comparison, about 150 examples survive of the 
other Lettered Edge subvariety, S-l lb. Including all varieties, approximately 2,000 Vine and Bars Edge Wreath cents exist today. 

Most Wreath cents carried the same Vine and Bars edge device that appeared on the Chain cents. However, the final die marriage had 
some pieces struck on Vine and Bars planchets, and others struck on Lettered Edge planchets, the latter having two variants with two leaves 
or one leaf following the lettering. The S-l 1 die combination is placed at the end of the Wreath cent emission sequence, since similar lettered 
edge planchets were used for the Liberty Cap cents. All of the S-l la cents, those with the Vine and Bars edge, are in earlier die states than 
the S-1 lb or S-l lc coins. Die states for S-1 lb and S-l lc are the same, and that tells us that the Lettered Edge planchets were mixed together 
before striking. It is likely that the supply of Vine and Bars planchets was exhausted before the Lettered Edge pieces were coined. 

A splendid yellow-brown example, this specimen has a short planchet flaw across Liberty’s cheek, providing positive identification 
of its provenance. That single planchet flaw is the only blemish on either side of this lovely cent. The piece is somewhat imperfectly 
centered, with a wider border at the upper obverse and lower reverse. The surfaces are spectacular for the grade. This coin was 
called AU50 in the Eliasberg catalog and XF40 in Noyes. This is one of just three S-llc cents in the 2005 Noyes Census with 
surfaces called better than average. The Eliasberg coin holds the ninth spot in the Noyes census. 

Dubbed the “King of Coins,” Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr., was born in Selma, Alabama, in 1896, moved with his family to Atlanta 
circa 1900, and to Baltimore in 1907. It was there that he made his home. Eliasberg formed a complete set of U.S. coins, 
including every date and mintmark combination in all denominations that were known to him. He also formed remarkable 
collections of Colonial and Territorial coins, patterns, paper money, and world coins. Eliasberg passed away in 1976, and the first 
sale of material from his collection was held in 1982, when his Federal gold coins were sold. The balance of his U.S. coins was 
sold in 1996 and 1997, and additional items have been offered in several sales since that time.

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1793 S-13, B-20 Liberty Cap Cent, AU53 
Eighth Finest Known 



3003 1793 Liberty Cap AU53 PCGS Secure. S-13, B-20, High R.3. MRB VF35. Ex: Halpern-Boka. Breen Die State I with no evidence of the 
reverse bulge appearing in the later state. The surfaces display intermingled tan and dark brown on the obverse and mostly tan on the reverse, with 
a few minor rim bruises confined to the outer margins. The impression is nicely centered, and both sides exhibit wide margins. The Sheldon-13 
die marriage is the most plentiful of the 1793 Liberty Cap cents, with a total known population in the vicinity of250 coins. It is the most frequent 
choice of date collectors. However, few are as fine as the present specimen, a coin that is certainly destined for a specialized variety collection. 
More collector requests are received for high-grade 1793 Liberty Cap cents than for any other issue in the large cent series. 

Stack’s graded this piece XL40 in the Halpern catalog, and Del Bland grades it VL35, tied for eighth finest known. Bill Noyes calls 
it XL45 sharpness, net VL35 and tied for ninth finest in his census. Perhaps needless to say, Max Mehl called this piece Uncirculated: 
“It was originally purchased by Mr. Geiss as uncirculated and the coin is just that, only the highest portions show the very slightest 
cabinet friction. The cheek and highest portions of hair were struck so high that it must show some slight cabinet friction.” 

Benjamin Collins (1845-1928) was a dealer and collector who worked as chief of the tobacco division of the Treasury Department 
in Washington, D.C. He selected the finest specimens from his large cent inventory to form a remarkable holding that B. Max Mehl 
eventually purchased, although the present specimen followed a different line. Attempts to identify Henry Whiteley, who sold this coin 
to Collins, have failed. The 1900 Lederal Census reports 12 individuals of that name, ranging in age from 18 to 55 years. Live of those 12 
resided within 200 miles of Washington, D.C.

3004 1794 Head of 1794 — Obverse Repaired — NGC Details. AU. S-39, B-27, R.6. MRB Fine 12. Die State II, with a minor reverse die crack 
and light clash marks. In his Census, Del Bland states that this piece has the sharpness of VF20, with several scratches and burnishing on the 
face. Some observers might suggest a higher sharpness grade. Bill Noyes, for example, suggests the sharpness of VF25. Both observers assign the 
same net grade of Fine 12, and they both rank this piece as the eighth finest known S-39 cent. The surfaces are glossy mahogany, with nice 
centering. While the obverse burnishing and scratches are both noticeable, the reverse is finer, with only minor scrapes. 

Employed by the National Park Service, Philip Van Cleave (1920-1991) was born at Urbana, Illinois, and lived at Carlsbad, 
New Mexico, at the time of his death. He formed an extensive collection of early date large cents, owning every Sheldon number 
except for S-79 and S-80. Kagin’s sold his collection of 338 large cents in 1986.

3005 1794 Head of 1794 AU50 NGC. S-49, B-41, R.2. MRB VF35. Die State I, with faint clash marks but otherwise perfect dies. Del Bland 
grades this piece VF35 and tied for 10th finest in his Census. Bill Noyes agrees with the grade, and places it in the eighth position in his roster. 

This smooth and attractive example has medium to dark chocolate surfaces with trivial marks including a few tiny reverse rim 
bruises, and a tiny mark below the T in CENT. A nicely centered impression, showing slight weakness at the left obverse border.

The New Finest Known 




3006 1794 Head of 1794 MS62 Brown NGC. CAC. S-58, B-56, R.3. MRB MS60. Die State I, perfect dies with no evidence of die 
cracks or clash marks. Del Bland grades the finest known example just AU55, followed by two coins graded XF45 and five coins graded 
XF40. This new specimen is finer than any of those coins, and is the new finest known S-58 large cent. 

This remarkable coin came to us “out of the woodwork,” and has never been seen by the current generation of collectors. In fact, it 
has likely never appeared in front of any early copper specialists at any time over the last 200 years. A review of the current Condition 
Census shows that all top grade specimens are accounted for, so the likelihood of this piece appearing with a plate in any early catalog is 
nil. The opportunity presented to 1794 cent collectors is bound to generate considerable enthusiasm. 

Both sides of this specimen exhibit intermingled chestnut-brown and deeper steel with full cartwheel luster. The strike is typically blunt 
on the reverse. Traces of lighter tan mint frost remain around the devices. A few trivial surface marks are noted on each side, none of any 
consequence. 

This piece is not part of the A1 Boka Copperheads Collection, but consigned as the property of an anonymous consignor. 

Our consignor inherited this piece from his great uncle, who purchased the coin as part of a large collection in the 1950s. (#901374) 


1794 S-59, B-57 Cent, XF45 
11th Finest Known 



3007 1794 Head of 1794 XF45 NGC. S-59, B-57, R.3. MRB VF30. Die State I, with perfect dies. Del Bland and Bill Noyes each grade this coin 
VF30 in EAC terms, and we generally agree with their findings. Bland lists this piece in a tie for 12th place in his Census, while Bill Noyes states 
that it is tied for 11th place. 

This piece has a minute planchet crack that appears as a tiny cut in the reverse rim above the final S, and it is as struck. Both sides 
have splendid surfaces with steel-brown and lighter tan, providing excellent eye appeal. A few trivial blemishes are inconsequential.

Lettered Edge Subvariety 
The Norweb Specimen 



3008 1795 Lettered Edge XF45 PCGS. S-74, B-2, Low R.4. MRB XF40. Ex: Norweb-Boka. Breen Die State V, illustrated in the Breen Large 
Cent Encyclopedia for the earlier Die State III. Sheldon-74 and S-75 are the two commonest Lettered Edge varieties of 1795, and either is 
a likely candidate for the Guide Book collector who seeks major large cent varieties. Rarity estimates suggest that about 200 examples of 
S-74 survive in all grades, although this piece has few peers. This variety is second in the 1795 emission sequence, although S-73 and S-74, 
both from the same reverse die, have intermingled die states. The earliest examples of S-74 were struck before the latest examples of S-73. 

Both sides combine lovely light gold and tan with hints of cobalt-blue on the obverse. The surfaces are remarkably smooth and pleasing. 
Bill Noyes grades this piece VF35 and 10th finest known, calling the surfaces Average Plus, while it is unrecorded in Del Bland’s Census of 
the top dozen examples. It was called XF40 sharpness, net VF35/XF40 in the Norweb catalog, where the cataloger wrote: 

“Said to have been purchased from Thomas Elder’s sale of the James B. Wilson Collection (October 1908), but this piece does not 
match the plates of any of the 1795s included in that sale. Only one 1795 large cent was not plated, lot 994, but as that piece was 
graded Fine we doubt that this piece corresponds to it.” 

The Norweb Collection is well-known to numismatists, having its formation under the guidance of Liberty Emery Holden and 
his son, Albert Fairchild Holden in the late 19th and early 20th centuries. Albert Holden’s daughter, Emery May Holden, continued 
the collection for several decades following the death of her father and grandfather, both in 1913. She married R. Henry Norweb, 
and they pursued their numismatic interest together, becoming clients of several leading dealers worldwide. Bowers and Merena sold 
the U.S. portion of the collection in three sales conducted in 1987 and 1988, and the Canadian portion in 1996.

The William Beaver Chamberlin Specimen 
A Census Level Example 



3009 1796 Liberty Cap AU53 PCGS. S-91, B-l, R.3. MRB AU50. Ex: Whitney-Boka. Breen Die State III with obverse ridges but 
no reverse bulges. The placement of this variety in the emission sequence is unknown, as neither die was used for any other 1796 
Liberty Cap variety. Sheldon placed it at the end of the sequence, stating that it is the last Liberty Cap cent and the end of an 
era. Walter Breen places it at the beginning of the 1796 Liberty Caps, citing Denis W. Loring who gives stylistic reasons for that 
placement. Breen writes: "... its reverse is unlike all others, but nearer in style to variety 2 [S-81] than to variety 10 [S-89] or 11 [S-90].” 

Olive and steel toning on each side of this attractive cent has accompanying mahogany and light tan on the reverse. Both 
sides exhibit smooth, glossy surfaces. A slightly misaligned strike shows a wide obverse border at 9 o’clock. Del Bland grades 
this coin AU50 and tied for fifth finest known. Noyes says sharpness of AU55, net XF45 and seventh finest known. 

William Beaver Chamberlin was bom in Danville, Pennsylvania, on August 2,1865, and died on September 9, 1942. His ancestry dates to 
17 th century New England. He was president of the Kingston Coal Company in Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, and purchased large cents from 
the Philadelphia dealer, ]. Colvin Randall, in the 1890s. Chamberlin ceased collecting large cents at the time of Randall’s death, circa 1900. 

The following notice appeared in The Philadelphia Inquirer on August 2, 1987: 

“William Beaver Chamberlin was a prominent Philadelphia coal dealer, but coin collectors knew him as penny-wise. On his death 
in 1942, he left a collection of cents that included at least one of every date from 1793 to 1917, all chosen for their high grades. His 
collection, which has been in the hands of his heirs for 45 years, will be auctioned Wednesday at Harmer Rooke Numismatists Ltd. 
in New York City.”

Breen Die State IV with heavy clash 
marks and delicate cracks. Known as the “Hyphen Die” for a small die chip between the 7 and 9, the obverse was combined with six different 
reverse dies. A small, raised rough spot below the hair ribbon is also characteristic. Sheldon writes: “The spot is about 4 mm long, and is 
a conspicuous landmark for this important obverse die.” Current rarity ratings indicate that about 400 to 500 examples of this variety are 
known, and that less than 200 examples of the other five varieties are known, combined. 

Smooth olive-brown surfaces have splashes of agate on the reverse of this once carefully cleaned cent. A few small scrapes across 
the bust suggest a slightly reduced net grade. Those scrapes are so well blended into the surrounding surface that they are nearly 
invisible without a glass. The obverse has rounded rims due to the specific cupped planchet style that Breen calls “concavo-convex.” 
Those planchets were the product of William Coltman’s British firm, Governor & Company of Copper Miners. Del Bland grades 
this coin VF30 and tied for 13th finest known. Noyes says sharpness of XF40, net VF25, and tied for 11th finest known. This piece 
was called XF40 sharpness, net VF30/35 in the Norweb catalog. 

A native of Rochester, New York, Dr. George R French assembled an extensive large cent collection, with portions sold at three 
different times in the early 20th century. B. Max Mehl purchased the bulk of his large cent collection (over 800 pieces) and offered 
it through a fixed price list in 1929. French was an obstetrician and gynecologist who was born in 1866 and died in 1932. He was a 
founding member and first president of the Rochester Numismatic Association. His wife was Mary, and they had a daughter, Nina.

The blundered reverse die has the M in AMERICA punched over a misplaced E. The reverse die 
was used for S-128 and S-129, and the die blunder is diagnostic. 

The surfaces are lovely steel-brown with a few trivial contact marks, including dull nicks below T and Y. Trivial scratches occur behind 
the eye and over EN. Both sides are glossy with faint field reflectivity. The squared edge shows slight roughness, and combined with the dark 
planchet suggests this piece was coined on Coltman copper. Del Bland grades this coin XF45 and tied for fourth finest known. Bill Noyes 
calls this piece XF45 with average plus surfaces, and tied for fifth finest known. Called tied for fifth finest known in the 1996 Robinson 
Brown catalog. 

Bertram Cohen, a retired toy manufacturer, is a well-known marble enthusiast, collector, trader, and dealer for more than 40 years since 1960, 
and he was the first dealer to showcase art glass marbles in 1980. His collection has appeared in Smithsonian Magazine, on CNN, and in other 
publications and media, and was showcased in an educational exhibition at the Fuller Museum of Art. Cohen is well-known in New England 
numismatic circles as well and is the brother of the late Jerry Cohen of the numismatic firm Kreisberg-Cohen and Quality Sales.

Breen Die State II, 
an intermediate die state with a delicate reverse die crack over OF A. This is the later of two die states in George Clapp’s book 
on the 1798 and 1799 cents. The top of the hair is “unfinished” with a severed hair strand below BE and a disconnected strand 
below the R. A minor design change took place in 1798 with additional hair detail appearing on later varieties. This pleasing piece 
will satisfy the demand of Guide Book collectors who seek the First Hair Style coins. 

The mottled dark olive and steel-brown surfaces are well above average, especially on the obverse which approaches choice surface quality. 
This piece was struck with a planchet defect at the date, and it should have no effect on the grade, although some collectors might make a small 
deduction. Indeed, the planchet flaw led NGC to assign a details grade to this specimen. A minute planchet clip at 9 o’clock is insufficient 
to classify this example as a mint error. Noyes grades the Boka specimen VF35 and second finest known, as does Del Bland. 

Longtime Las Vegas resident Jeff Gresser is a native of New York who retired from his lifelong job as chief of valet service for a 
Las Vegas hotel in 2008. He began his coin collection in 1959 and started his large cent collection in 1986 when he purchased an 
1817 N-16 (15 Stars) large cent from the Robinson S. Brown, Jr. collection. 

Today Gresser occupies his time working in numismatics, utilizing his extensive collection of numismatic literature.

The reverse die was used for the 1799/8 S-188 overdate cents, which 
were all struck before this 1798 cent. In fact, all 1799/8 overdate cents were struck before this variety and 1798 S-187. The 1799 NC-1 cents 
were struck first, the 1799 S-188 overdate cents were next, followed by the 1798 S-186 cents, and finally the 1798 S-187 cents. 

The surfaces are glossy and golden with splashes of frosty tan and darker steel toning and a few minor spots on the reverse. A dull nick just 
below the jawline is the only blemish on this lovely cent. Del Bland grades this coin XF45 and tied for second finest known. Noyes says XF45 with 
choice surfaces, and also records this piece as second finest known. This is the plate coin for Breen’s Large Cent Encyclopedia . 

Dr. Robert A. Schuman is a radiologist in Scranton, Pennsylvania. A native of Baltimore, he worked for Thomas Warfield at the Mason- 
Dixon Coin Exchange from 1958 to 1963, where he learned to attribute and love the early large cents. He attended the Frank Masters 
sale in 1971, purchasing the finest known S-19b from that collection. The coin was misattributed in the sale catalog and was missed by 
every collector attending the sale. It was also at the Masters sale that he learned of Early American Coppers and met many important 
collectors. An avid collector of Hard Times tokens, he published a study on the series, The True Hard Times Tokens, in 2010.

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3014 1799/8 Overdate — Obverse Repaired — NGC Details. AU. S-188, B-2, R.4. MRB VF30. Breen Die State II, with light obverse and 
reverse clash marks. There is almost universal agreement among early copper specialists that 1799 is the most famous date of all large cents, 
thanks in part to early publicity from 19th century collector Joseph Mickley, who, it is said, spent considerable effort attempting to locate 
an example as representative of his birth year. Although Mint records show a total production of over 900,000 large cents in 1799, it is 
known that the true mintage of cents bearing the 1799 date was much smaller. However, the true mintage is unknown, and any suggested 
figures are mere guesswork. Today, we know of just three die varieties, two with a 1799/8 overdate obverse, and the third from a normal date 
obverse. In all grades, approximately 200 overdate cents and 700 normal date cents are known, almost always in the lower grades. 

The surfaces are deep green-black with a glossy obverse and lightly corroded reverse. This piece has the sharpness of a strong 
XF specimen (AU according to NGC) with a slight flaw at the base of the neck that shows evidence of repair. The reverse shows 
minor corrosion, consistent with most surviving specimens. This piece was graded VF35 in the Halpern catalog. Del Bland grades 
this coin VF25 and tied for fifth finest known. While we disagree with his grade, Bill Noyes calls this example net Fine 15 and 
ninth finest known. This cent is most famous for its provenance. 

A New York City restaurant and bar owner, Herman Halpern began collecting coins about 1950 after discovering a Gem 1891 
Indian cent in his cash receipts. That was enough to begin collecting, and since that time he has formed world-class collections 
in many numismatic areas, including large cents, with his main collection offered by Stack’s in 1987 and 1988. His large cents 
came from a variety of sources, including Norman Stack, Harold Bareford, Del Bland, and C. Douglas Smith. Halpern retired from 
business in 1990 and has expanded his collecting to include U.S. medals and postage stamps. A veteran of the Navy, Halpern 
served as a salvage diver in the South Pacific during the latter half of World War II.

1798 First Hair Style die that was overdated for use in 1800. This lovely cent will serve the Guide Book collector seeking an example of the 
First Hair Style overdate. 

Both sides are pleasing with trivial marks and glossy surfaces from cleaning. The sharpness is about five points finer than the 
net grade, with tan and steel color and a small obverse rim bruise at 10 o’clock. Indistinct detail at the upper obverse is a result of 
the late reverse die state. Bland calls this piece VF30 and tied for eighth finest, while Noyes says XF40 and tied for third finest in 
his 2005 Census. This specimen was graded VF30 in the 2001 Bowers and Merena sale and VF35 in the 2003 Superior Sale. 

R.E. Naftzger, Jr. received this coin from the ANS in exchange for returning the original, finer ANS Winsor coin from the 
George Clapp Collection. The story of Dr. Sheldon and the ANS has been told many times. When Naftzger purchased the 
Sheldon Collection in 1972, he received a number of ANS coins.

Breen suggests that this is the terminal die state for the variety, and it is apparently quite rare in 
this state. Sheldon rated S-209 as R.5 in Penny Whimsy, stating his opinion that the variety is “one of the aesthetically most pleasing 
varieties.” 

The surfaces are dark chocolate with some light brown and artificial red, displaying a few shallow nicks in the right obverse field and 
a few trivial marks elsewhere. The planchet is imperfectly centered, showing a partial obverse border and a complete but narrow reverse 
border. This piece was called AU50 in the Garrett, Chalkley, and Brown catalogs. Del Bland also grades this coin AU50 and tied for 
third finest known. Noyes calls it XF40, with sharpness of AU50, and seventh finest, although only three coins have higher net grades 
in his list. This is the 1879 Frossard plate coin for the obverse. 

Thomas Harrison Garrett (1849-1888) began collecting in 1865 while a student at Princeton University. Two decades later, he had a world- 
class collection that was well-known in 19th century numismatic circles. His father, John Work Garrett (1820-1884) was president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, in that capacity serving as an advisor to President Abraham Lincoln during the Civil War.

Breen Die State II with 
clash marks but no die cracks. The famous blundered reverse die has just one stem in the wreath, the fraction expressed as 1/000, and 
the U first inverted and then corrected, giving the appearance of II. Although rather common as a variety, the 1801 Three Errors 
is a highly popular Guide Book variety that enjoys considerable demand for its unusual blundered reverse die. Dr. Sheldon wrote 
that the S-219 is “in great demand among successive generations of cent collectors.” 

Both sides retain considerable cartwheel luster with mottled olive and steel brown, and accompanying traces of lighter tan faded from 
mint red. Short scratches at 9 o’clock on the obverse diminish a small defect. Del Bland grades this coin AU50 and tied for third finest 
known. Bill Noyes says sharpness of Mint State, net XF45, and seventh finest. Plated on page 136 of A1 Boka’s Provenance Qallery of the 
Year 1794. 

Gene Reale formed a small collection of high-grade half cents and large cents, and privately published a book illustrating 
and describing his coins in 1995. His collection was offered through a Sotheby’s auction in January 1998.

The blundered obverse die has the T in LIBERTY 
punched over an erroneous Y. The S-232 die pair is the most common of the date, a variety often chosen for type collections. 

Both sides are glossy with tan and olive on the obverse, and darker steel on the reverse, that side showing faded traces of original red. The 
sharpness is nearly Mint State with the net grade lowered due to faint hairlines and trivial handling marks. Noyes calls this piece AU55, net AU50, 
and tied for eighth finest known. 

Operating primarily in the late 1970s and early 1980s, NASCA was the Numismatic and Antiquarian Service Corporation of America, owned 
by George W. Ball. The firm included R.M. Smythe and employed several notable numismatists including Herb Melnick, Martin Gengerke, Fred 
Werner, and Douglas Ball.

Breen Die State VI, 
the terminal die state with all cracks, clash marks, and bulges described in that reference. In Penny Whimsy, Sheldon called S-256 a low R.4 
variety. However, quite a few have been located since then, and today S-256 is a borderline common variety with several hundred known in all 
grades. 

A few faint hairlines on the face and neck are the only blemishes on otherwise amazing surfaces. Both sides have frosty surfaces with 
olive and tan, the latter faded from mint red. The reverse has a small maroon corrosion spot at the C in CENT. Graded MS60 
in the Stack’s catalog, Noyes conservatively calls it XF45, with the sharpness of AU50. This piece is unlisted in the Bland Census. 

Wes Rasmussen was born in Wisconsin in 1934 but considers the Minneapolis area his home. Working in the printing business, he began 
collecting coins in the mid-1960s and large cents in the early 1970s. From a simple introduction to copper coins via two 1803 large cents, 
Rasmussen went on to hold the post of Early American Coppers president and served as the organization’s printer for several years.

Beginning with 
a key low-mintage issue and adding three distinctly different die states, the 1804 large cents enjoy greater demand than any 
other single variety among all early cent issues. The three die states are labeled as S-266a with perfect dies, S-266b with 
an obverse rim break and perfect reverse, and S-266c with obverse and reverse rim breaks as on the Boka specimen. 

Glossy olive and tan surfaces show trivial scattered marks on each side. Tiny ebony spots at 3:30 and 8:30 on the obverse rim suggest something 
may have held this piece in place in some type of display. Minor rim disturbances are visible on the reverse. Overall, this late-state 1804 cent 
is an attractive specimen and finer than the usual example. Noyes grades this piece VF30 with average surfaces and tied for 13th finest. Earlier, 
in the 1990 EAC sale, he graded it VF35 and wrote: “Choice medium brown with golden tan in devices — superb surfaces ...” 

Oscar ]. Pearl, a resident of New York, formed an impressive collection of large cents that was offered in a 1944 fixed price list 
issued by Numismatic Gallery, the partnership of Abe Kosoff and Abner Kreisberg. That price list included reprints of Crosby’s 
study on 1793 cents and Chapman’s work on 1794 cents. Other items from the Pearl Collection were offered in a 1979 Bowers 
and Ruddy sale, and he remained an active collector of European coins into the 1980s.

The other two varieties 
both have a blunt 1. The S-269 die marriage is scarcer than S-267. Sheldon writes that S-269 is “seen about half as often as No. 
267,” while Breen suggested this variety is “seen slightly less than one-third as often” as S-267. 

The surfaces are glossy dark chocolate with reddish mottling, while the reverse displays olive and faded mint color. Peripheral flow lines 
cause parts of the obverse and reverse border to be weak. Del Bland grades this coin AU50 and tied for eighth finest known. This piece is 
called AU55 and tied for fourth finest in the Wyatt catalog. Noyes calls it sharpness of AU55, net XF40 in his 2005 Census. 

Still a familiar face at coin conventions and an ambassador for coin collecting, G. Lee Kuntz is a veteran of the U.S. Navy who served 
during World War II. He was an engineer who developed a numismatic interest as a teenager. He eventually began collecting large cents and 
purchased a 1795 S-79 Reeded Edge cent in 1989, becoming the eighth person to assemble a complete Sheldon numbered set of the early cents.

Although a common variety, the S-270 is in 
demand from date and variety collectors as it is the only variety known for 1806 large cents. For many years the 1806 was considered 
a rare date. Breen suggests that a one-time statement attributed to S.H. & H. Chapman, stating that just three Uncirculated examples 
were known, may have contributed to the mistaken belief of rarity. The Chapmans’ statement was surprisingly accurate, as Del Bland’s 
Condition Census shows exactly three Mint State coins pedigreed back to the Chapman era. 

Olive-brown surfaces show splashes of dark steel toning with some lighter tan frost, faded from original red. The sharpness is a few 
points finer than the net grade, with a few shallow nicks on the chin and jaw, and microscopic porosity of little concern. Previously certified 
AU53 NGC. 

Del N. Bland, of Washington state, meticulously tracks pedigrees of half cents and large cents, keeping an extensive condition census 
of all varieties, a project he has pursued for several decades. His census was published in Walter Breen’s Large Cent Encyclopedia in 
2000, and he is currently updating his work in Penny-Wise. His census of 1794 large cent varieties is also available at A1 Boka’s website, 
17941argecents.com.

3023 1807/6 Large 7 MS62 Brown PCGS. S-273, B-3, R.l. MRB AU55. Breen Die State IV, the latest that he recorded, with heavy obverse 
clash marks and a short horizontal die crack from the obverse rim at 7:30. This is the common 1807/6 overdate variety with the former 6 
plainly visible. It is a popular choice with type collectors for its plainly visible overdate, and its standing as the second most common 1807 
large cent variety. 

Both sides have nearly full luster with far finer than usual golden and olive-brown surfaces that host splashes of steel and iridescent 
toning. A few tiny pedigree marks are visible on the bust and shoulder. Noyes grades this piece AU50, with the sharpness of AU55 
and tied for 11th finest known. It falls just below the Bland roster of 12 top pieces. 

This is C. Douglas Smith’s famous “Golden Biscuit.” His envelope states: “Beautiful color toning - like a golden biscuit fresh 
from the oven!” A Brooklyn resident, Smith (1914-1999) was a charter member of Early American Coppers. Employed by the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad for 42 years, Smith began collecting large cents in 1947 and was an active participant in the 1952 sale 
of Homer Downing’s collection. The often-colorful commentary on his envelopes is treasured by collectors today.

Breen Die State III or possibly later, with the injured rim described for that 
state. There is no evidence of the obverse rim breaks found in later die states. Although slightly scarce, S-278 makes frequent auction 
appearances, even in higher grades. The variety is a suitable candidate for type or date collections. 

This lovely cent has light chestnut-brown surfaces with a few darker olive splashes on the obverse and deeper steel on the 
reverse. A small spot is noted close to the O in ONE. A few trivial surface marks will confirm the pedigree of this example. 
Noyes calls it XF40, with the sharpness five points finer, and tied for 19th place in his 2005 census. 

Originally from Boston, Douglas F. Bird was raised in California and still lives there today. A full-time copper dealer since 
1982, Bird began collecting coins in 1953 and joined Early American Coppers in 1973. His name was published as a new 
member of EAC in the same issue of Penny-Wise as the present cataloger.

Key to the Classic Head Cents 



3025 1809 XF45 PCGS. S-280, B-l, R.2. MRB XF40. Breen Die State VI, with the crack to the left top of E in ONE extremely faint. The 
obverse die is blundered, with the 9 punched over a smaller 9. That feature prompted older collectors and catalogers to describe these 
coins as 1809/8 overdates, but a proper description is repunched date. This is the key date of the Classic Head cent series, with 
only one known die marriage. Type, date, and variety collectors all seek this single variety, generating considerable demand. 

The surfaces are lovely, despite being cleaned and recolored. The obverse is olive and darker brown, the reverse mostly dark brown with a 
few splashes of lighter tan near the border. Noyes grades this piece XF45 with the sharpness of AU50, and tied for 14th in his roster. 

A retired medical entomologist with the U.S. Army, Lieutenant Colonel Darwin B. Palmer, Jr., is a charter member of Early American Coppers 
and a former vice president of that organization. His favorite year of the early cents is 1794, and his name appears in the condition census many 
times for those coins.

Breen Die State IV, with heavy 
flowlines, dull clash marks, and a raised ridge inside the upper reverse border. One of many popular overdate varieties in the early cent series, the 
1810/09 S-281 cent is plentiful but rarely seen in higher grades. Although it is generally conceded to be an 1810 over 09, many older references called 
it 1810 over 08. In Penny Whimsy, Sheldon wrote: “it is impossible to make out whether the last overcut figure was originally an 8 or a 9.” 

Glossy dark olive surfaces exhibit a small maroon spot between stars 10 and 11 on this still slightly frosty cent. Minor roughness is 
evident on each side and particularly visible on Liberty’s cheek. Much of the surface roughness is attributed to die erosion, as struck. 

Denis W. Loring is charter member 11 of Early American Coppers, joining that organization when he was just 20 years old. Since then, he 
has held nearly every national office in that club. He was only the fifth person to assemble a collection of all 295 Sheldon numbered varieties, 
accomplishing that goal while still in his 20s. He has varied collecting interests and pursues his collections with a connoisseur’s eye.

3027 1811 XF45 PCGS. S-287, B-l, R.2. MRB VF35. Breen Die State V, with light die erosion and narrow rim breaks at stars 2, 3, and 4. The 
obverse has a die scratch through star 5 that appears constant on all examples. Walter Breen placed the normal date variety first in his emission 
sequence, citing similarities to 1810 large cents and noting that the overdate has a reverse die reused in 1812. The true emission sequence of 
these two varieties is unknown and will likely never be known with certainty. 

This splendid 1811 cent has smooth dark olive surfaces that show faint hairlines, but it is far finer than the typical survivor. Rarely are 1811 
large cents found with the exceptional surfaces and color of this piece. 

A resident of Omaha, Nebraska, Thomas D. Reynolds is a dealer specializing in copper coins, and also a collector who has a 
complete and exceptional collection of 1798 large cents. He began collecting coins in 1952, with his interest in early copper dating to 
1965. As a dealer, he has made numismatics his full-time profession since 1986.

Breen Die State II, with dull clash marks 
inside the wreath but still fairly early in the life of this die combination. Four varieties are known for 1812, each coined from a unique obverse 
and reverse die combination. The S-290 is seen more often than any of the others, an ideal candidate for a date or type collection. 

The slightly rough surfaces are dark olive and pale gold, showing faint blue and iridescent toning with light hairlines, 
the sharpness 10 points finer than the net grade. Both sides are unnaturally glossy, although still quite attractive. 

A coin dealer since 1967, Jack Beymer is a well-known national dealer who operates out of Santa Rosa, California. He is especially known as 
a dealer in early copper coinage, although he handles all U.S. coins. Originally from Minnesota, Beymer has made California his home for most 
of his life.

3029 1813 AU55 NGC. S-292, B-2, R.2. MRB XF45. Breen Die State III, with flow lines and clash marks on both sides. Breen notes that the clash marks 
of State III are different from those found on earlier die states, meaning that the dies were lapped and reclashed before this piece was struck. 

The attractive surfaces are glossy steel-brown, slightly lighter on the high points. A shallow nick in the field near Liberty’s chin 
confirms the provenance, and a few even smaller marks are the only other disturbances. This is the Penny Whimsy plate coin for S-292. 

Stack’s sold the George L. Davis Collection in April 1954, also offering selections from the Henry R Graves Collection at the same 
time, in the Davis-Graves sale. They note that Davis was the son of a textile machinery manufacturer, born in Lawrence, Massachusetts, 
in 1828, and that he followed his father’s profession. According to Stack’s, he died in 1890, and his collection remained untouched in a 
bank vault in North Andover, Massachusetts, until October 1953. 

Although identification as the same individual is uncertain, family tree data at www.ancestry.com reveals a George Lucien Davis 
(1816-1891) of North Andover, Massachusetts, was a partner in the firm of Davis and Furber, manufacturers of woolen machinery.

No die cracks are visible on this early die state example. Mint records show a production of 357,830 cents in 1814, and only two die marriages are 
known today, suggesting a large production from each die pair. Breen records 14 different die states for S-295, confirming a large production. The 
obverse has the appearance of a double profile, but the cause is a heavy clash mark along the nose; others occur at the lips and along the neck. 

Lovely deep olive surfaces exhibit lighter brown on both sides with minor corrosion inside the lower part of the wreath and a single 
field nick right of the E in ONE. Trivial surface marks are evident as expected for the grade. 

Chris Victor-McCawley of Frisco, Texas, is well-known to collectors of early American coppers. He is a dealer who specializes in half 
cents and large cents, his passion for 30 years as a copper dealer. His initial collecting interest began as a preteen in his home town of San 
Bernardino, California. He is especially enthusiastic about coins with a history or a story.

3031 1816 MS62 Brown PCGS. N-5, R.3. MRB MS60. This late die state has only a few dentils showing on each side with strong 
peripheral flowlines. John Wright discusses the die states in The Cent Book, 1816-1839: “Later states have dentilation fading, 
but still at least half present.” When Mint State 1816 large cents are encountered, they are almost always examples of the N-2 die pair. 
Any other variety, such as the present N-5, is rarely found so fine. 

A blunt strike is especially evident on the obverse. That side exhibits satiny golden-brown luster with darker color on the high points, 
although there is no evidence of actual wear. The reverse is frosty steel-blue with traces of somewhat faded mint red. 

A Baltimore native, Dr. Robert Shalowitz is an obstetrician-gynecologist who practiced in Akron, Ohio. He began collecting coins about 1960 
and soon turned his attention to the early coppers. He bought a copy of Penny Whimsy in 1967, and seven years later he purchased the entire 
Denis Loring Collection. Shalowitz is an avid golfer with the goal of playing every one of the top 100 golf courses in the United States.

The ‘Peeking Mouse* 


3032 1817 13 Stars MS63 Brown PCGS. N-3, R.2. MRB MS62. The intermediate die state has the beginnings of the mouse break on top 
of the head, and is sometimes called the “peeking mouse” die break. 

This coin was graded MS60+ in the Mendelson catalog and described as MS63 but with a dark area at star 10, containing 
a tiny pit mark. The spot appears to be stable with no apparent change in the 20 years since the Mendelson sale. Both 
sides are frosty and fully lustrous dark brown with bluish overtones. Formerly PCGS certified MS64 Brown. Noyes graded 
this coin MS63 for Naftzger when he cataloged the 1989 EAC sale and has since lowered his grade to AU55. 

Dr. James O. Sloss, a native of Beaver, Pennsylvania, served in the Army Medical Corps during World War II. He was born in 
1913, the son of James C. and Carrie O. Sloss, and died in 1987, just a few months after his father died. Sloss collected a wide range of 
numismatic items. He donated a large part of his pattern collection to the Carnegie Museum. In the late 1950s, he sold his large cents to 
R.E. Naftzger, Jr., who chose the coins he wanted to keep, and sold the balance through Abe Kosoff in 1959, retaining the Sloss name. A 
decade after his death, remaining items from his collection were sold by Bowers and Merena under the title “Pennsylvania Cabinet.”

Popular Story Coin 



3033 1817 15 Stars AU53 PCGS. N-16, R.l. MRB XF45. This piece has a small reverse rim break over the first A in AMERICA, although specific 
die state determination is impossible due to the imperfect centering. The 1817 15 Stars large cent is one of the most popular varieties of the 
entire middle-date series. In fact, it might qualify as one of the all-time great story coins in U.S. numismatics, if anyone knew the story. Why are 
there 15 stars on the obverse? There were 19 states for most of the year, as Mississippi became the 20th state on December 10, 1817. 

Both sides have narrow borders at the right. Mottled tan and dark brown surfaces retain traces of luster on each side, with some 
weak details due largely to a typical blunt strike. This impressive cent has choice surfaces, far finer than usual. 

A native of Pittsburgh and a former professor of finance and economics at Wayne State University in Michigan, James R. McGuigan is a full¬ 
time coin dealer who specializes in copper and early type coins. He is a specialist in U.S. half cents, with one of the finest variety collections ever 
formed.

The reverse is always cracked from ED ST to the wreath and F AMERIC, 
positively identifying the N-6 die marriage. Dull lapping lines are evident at CA, apparently also as always on this variety. 

This specimen has a nice strike with full borders and sharp details, although a few stars are flat along the right obverse 
border. Both sides are fully lustrous with smooth, pristine surfaces that combine olive-brown and orange mint color with 
delicate bluish overtones. Noyes grades this piece MS60 and tied for fourth finest known. 

A third-generation pharmacist, Robert E. Matthews (1929-2000) of Brighton, Michigan, opened a coin shop in 1962, and 
during the course of business formed a remarkable collection of large cents, sold through Superior Galleries in May 1989.

3035 1819 Small Date AU58 PCGS. N-8, R.l. MRB AU55. This early die state piece has full borders and a faint line between the bases of AT in 
STATES. There is no evidence of reverse die buckling. The light tan obverse is reflective with splashes of sky-blue patina. The reverse is satiny with 
the addition of delicate lime-green toning. A few scattered marks on each side include small nicks near the forehead and above the N in ONE. Simply 
described as “red and brown uncirculated” in the 1974 Bowers and Ruddy catalog. This common variety often comes with prooflike surfaces, the 
reason that several “proof’ examples were offered in old catalogs. Nearly all of those coins have since been reclassified as business strikes. 

Bowers and Ruddy Galleries was a partnership of Q. David Bowers and James Ruddy. Many years earlier, they were partners 
in Empire Coin Company of upstate New York. They both relocated to Southern California, forming Bowers and Ruddy 
Galleries in the Los Angeles area in 1972. Ruddy retired circa 1978 and Bowers continued with the firm until 1982, when he formed 
Bowers and Merena Galleries. Their sales in the mid-1970s were conducted under the American Auction Association banner.

A1 Boka’s First Large Cent 



3036 1820 Large Date MS64 Brown PCGS. N-13, R.l. MRB MS60+ . The usual cracked obverse is always seen on this variety. Although the stars are flat 
as usual, the strike is bold at the centers with sharp outer borders. The 1820 N- 13 is possibly the sharpest-struck variety of the entire Coronet series and 
is, in the words of John D. Wright, “a perennial favorite with type collectors.” This die marriage is the most plentiful Randall Hoard variety. 

Both sides have full satiny cartwheel luster and lovely mahogany surfaces with accompanying light green toning. This coin 
is the first large cent that A1 Boka ever purchased, sending him on a remarkable journey into the world of early copper. His records 
show that the coin was bought in Wilmington, Delaware, in 1972. That may have been a coin shop or a private individual. 

John Swan Randall (1817-1878) was responsible for the Randall Hoard of large cents, a substantial holding of coins that had been 
buried prior to the Civil War. Some sources suggest that one or more “kegs” of large cents were included in the hoard, amounting 
to more than 10,000 coins. Approximately 2,800 of those coins were offered in Edward Cogan’s sale of May 1878. Many stories 
about the hoard are routinely shared, perhaps exaggerated through the passage of time. Like many numismatic stories, the 
history of the Randall Hoard needs to be examined carefully to reveal the truth.

A sharp die line between the bust point and star 1 points to 
an early die state of the variety. Both sides have crisp dentils and bold design details. Reflective surfaces exhibit deep reddish-brown toning 
with lovely sea-green peripheries. A1 Boka’s envelope indicates that this piece was once traded as a proof. While a few proof 1821 N-2 
large cents are known, this piece is best described as somewhat prooflike. Regardless of its description, this is an excellent opportunity to 
acquire a pleasing, high-grade example of an 1821 large cent. Previously certified MS63 Brown PCGS. 

An authority in the field of Conder tokens, Jerry A. Bobbe is also a world-class cellist who trained with members of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. A longtime member of Early American Coppers and still active today, Bobbe sold his collection of proof and Mint State large cents in 
the late 1970s and early 1980s.

This splendid cent has 
frosty olive luster with splendid gold and iridescent toning on both sides and ranks among the finest known examples. Noyes 
graded this piece MS63 in the 1989 EAC catalog, MS60+ in his 1991 photo book, and MS60 in his 2005 Census book, tied for 
fourth finest known. Doug Smith’s envelope provides a colorful provenance: 

“Finest known of this very rare in the high grades variety, ex The Great Whitlow to The Mad Monarch @ $ 140 in 3/69. In trade from the MM 
on 9/13/1974, but subsequently surrendered to him with the cream of my 1822’s plus a few other of my life support systems (such as the great 3 6 N6) 
for THE Unicorn. The MM at once buried That Chicago Gangster in this coin @$1100. However, I regained it from the gangster in the S-234 
trade 3/27/1980 at EAC-80 in Arlington, Va.” Ted Naftzger added: “CDS to REN 5/8/83 at EAC LaGuardia in ‘the group of 39.’ ” 

Myles Zachary Gerson, of Flossmoor, Cook County, Illinois, was born in 1925 and died in 1986. Originally from New York, he enlisted 
in the Army in 1944. He was actively involved in operation of the 1977 Early American Coppers Convention in Chicago, the current 
cataloger’s first EAC event. He assembled a wonderful collection of large cents that was sold privately, and he also assembled a splendid 
collection of British Conder tokens.

This late die state example has dentils fused below the date and 
others fused from stars 1 to 3. The rest of the obverse border and the reverse border remain crisp. The key date of the Newcomb 
series, the 1823 is known in two versions, the overdate and the normal date. Examples of either variety are difficult to locate in any 
grade, and those in grades better than VF are quite rare. John Wright remarks: “A true no-problem XF 1823 is really hard to locate 
at any price.” In addition to two die varieties, a so-called “Restrike” also exists in copper and silver, combining a late die state of the 
N-2 obverse with the reverse of 1813 S-293. The restrikes were most likely produced in the mid- to late 1860s or early 1870s. 

Light wear is evident on the high points with trivial surface marks on each side, including a few small neck nicks. The surfaces exhibit tan, 
deep mahogany, and steel-blue patina. Graded XF40 in the Superior catalog, although Noyes says VF30 in his 2005 Census book. 

The author of the award-winning The Cent Book 1816-183 9, John D. Wright bought his first large cent in 1954 and continued to form 
an extensive collection of large cent varieties and die states. His collection was dispersed privately in 2006. Wright served as the Early 
American Coppers national treasurer for over three decades, and his wife, Mabel Ann, served as librarian for EAC. In 1973 he enrolled this 
cataloger in EAC.

This variety is sometimes called 
the Divided Date for the gap between the 18 and 24 in the date. John Wright describes the variety as: “mildly distinctive, mildly popular.” 

Despite the presence of light wear on each side, this lovely olive-brown cent retains ample mint red that is particularly evident on the reverse. 
Any 1824 large cent with original mint color is a major rarity. The presence of so much original mint red suggests that this piece probably never 
circulated. Older dealers, such as B. Max Mehl, may have described the wear as “cabinet friction.” In the 1989 EAC catalog, Noyes graded this 
cent AU55, describing the sharpness of a Mint State coin with “some cheek rub.” He again called it AU55 in his 1991 photo book and tied for 
seventh finest. In 2005, his grade was lowered to AU50 and 12th finest known. 

Perhaps universally known as Tony, New York coin dealer Anthony Terranova is a popular and well-respected figure in the national 
coin marketplace, and he is immediately recognized by virtually everyone in the early copper field. Terranova has been an independent 
dealer since 1978, handling rare and historically important material in the finest grades.

A middle die state piece with a reverse die crack from the border to 
the stem. The strike is imperfectly centered with narrow borders at the right. Smooth and reflective light brown and steel surfaces retain about 15% 
original mint red with additional faded red. A tiny cluster of marks on the neck and others near the N in ONE are the only evident surface disturbances, 
and they are all minor. The Boka specimen is considered the third finest known 1825 N-2 cent, graded MS63 in the Starr and Frankenfield 
catalogs. Noyes concurs with the MS63 grade and census rank. Plated on page 137 of A1 Boka’s Provenance Qallery of the Year 1794. 

Howard Rounds Newcomb, the Detroit department store owner, hardly needs introduction to copper collectors. Newcomb 
was born on December 31, 1877, the son of Cyrenius Adelbert Newcomb and Mary E. Haskell. His middle name is the same 
as his paternal grandmother’s maiden name. Newcomb is descended from a well-known New England family, and he was the seventh- 
great-grandson of William Bradford of Mayflower fame and later governor of the Plymouth Colony. Newcomb was the author of several 
large cent references, including United States Copper Cents, still a standard reference since its publication just after his death in 1945.

This early die state piece has wide borders with no rim breaks or die 
sinking. Later die states have a dentil break at the upper. The position of the highest leaf, nearly under the O in OF, is diagnostic for 1826 N-5. 

Both sides exhibit full borders and a sharp strike with satiny luster. Trivial marks are evident along with a trace of rub, but the 
surfaces still display noticeable mint red. Technically, this example should be graded AU55, but there is too much red mint color to justify such a 
low grade. Noyes grades this piece MS60. 

Known to his friends as “Ted,” Roy Edgar Naftzger, Jr., was born in California on August 23, 1925, and died on October 29, 2007. He 
was a charter member of Early American Coppers, holding member number 60. A true numismatist, Naftzger formed one of the 
most impressive collections of large cents ever. A collector since the 1940s, Naftzger often purchased entire collections to obtain the few 
coins he needed, usually selling the remainder at auction under the original collector’s name. Outside of numismatics, Ted Naftzger was a 
world-class swordfisherman and a member of the International Game Fish Association Hall of Fame.

The reverse rim is minutely dished at the upper left, with a 
few letters almost imperceptibly drawn to the border. The surfaces exhibit splendid dark brown color with frosty luster and light blue 
overtones. Slightly darker toning appears on Liberty’s cheek. A tiny indentation is at the throat with a small scuff at star 8. This piece 
was graded MS63 in the Wyatt catalog and was previously certified MS63 Brown PCGS. Noyes graded this piece MS60+ and 
tied for third finest in 1991, lowering his grade to MS60 and tied for fifth finest in 2005. 

Superior wrote in the Wyatt catalog: “Although unpedigreed before DeVore-Wyatt, it is more than possible that this splendid Cent first 
appeared in the Wilharm Collection, sold by B. Max Mehl in 1921; otherwise this is its identical twin.” This piece was unplated in Wilharm, and 
Mehl’s description provides only a little detail: “Uncirculated, beautiful glossy light olive surface with traces of red. Perfectly centered.” 

Russell A. Wyatt was born in Indiana in 1904 and died in California in 1984. He was the son of Ulysses and Ella Wyatt of Linton, 
Indiana. An executive in the jewelry industry, Wyatt and his wife, Eudora Bell (1905-2001), began collecting coins in the 1930s. He was a 
client of Edward Wallis of the California Stamp Company, a firm that also dealt in coins and published the National Catalog of United States 
Coins, which made its first appearance in 1934. Also in the 1930s, they purchased the entire large cent collection of Harry DeVore.

Both sides of this satin specimen exhibit lovely honey-gold color, the reverse 
slightly darker. Faint traces of faded mint red remain in the protected areas around the devices. Only a few minuscule marks are noted on 
each side, including one at the brown that was the subject of a comment on the back of Ted Naftzger’s envelope, written by an unidentified 
commentator: “A light line at brow may be nick or may be a double profile.” This piece was called MS60+ and tied with many others for second 
finest known in the 1991 Noyes photo book. In 2005, Noyes published two different (and lower) grades for this coin, AU55 and XF45. 

Willard Blaisdell (1903-1985) was a charter member of Early American Coppers. He was actively involved in the New York 
Numismatic Club. He began collecting large cents in 1933 and acquired many from Henry Hines. Blaisdell sold his large cent collection to 
Naftzger in 1977. He is also known as the discoverer of the 1794 NC-8.

A die crack joins the inner points of stars 1 to 4 as always, and 
another joins the outer points of stars 11 to 13, seen on later die states. Faded reverse dentilation confirms the later die state. 
The 1829 N-2 is considered the most common variety of the date, just edging out N-6 and N-8 for that honor, although John Wright 
suggests that the N-6 is seen more frequently in high grades. Mint State 1829 large cents are elusive, with only about 50 to 60 such 
coins known for all die varieties. Bill Noyes records a total of 48 MS60 or finer 1829 large cents in his 2005 Census book. 

Slight peripheral weakness is noted through a few stars, with a bold obverse border and weaker reverse border. The chestnut-brown 
surfaces have excellent cartwheel luster with mint frost especially evident on the reverse. Faint bluish overtones are visible with 
hints of lighter tan, faded from mint red. This piece is unlisted in the 2005 Noyes census. 

A former Early American Coppers sale cataloger, William C. Noyes lives in Cape Cod, Massachusetts, and works full-time in the numismatic 
field, dividing his interests between early coppers and world coins. He began collecting in 1952 at age 8 and joined the ANA when he was 11. He is 
a 38-year member of Early American Coppers and is known for his numismatic photography, having photographed more than 25,000 coins.

Traces of minor strike doubling are evident on parts of the wreath and some of the letters. Lustrous olive-brown surfaces host lighter tan with 
some darker toning splashes and a tiny area of minor corrosion left of the C in CENT. Bill Noyes grades this piece AU50. This specimen boasts an 
impressive provenance. 

Henry Lee Jewett was a prominent banker in Macon, Georgia. He was born in Granby, Connecticut, on August 29, 1821, and relocated to 
Georgia when he was just 13 years old, joining an older brother who preceding him to that state. S.H. Chapman, who sold the Jewett Collection in 
June 1909, wrote of him: “His long life work was marked by the highest standard of business integrity in mercantile, banking and railroad pursuits.” 
Jewett died in Macon, Georgia, on January 28, 1897. Jewett and his wife were the parents of eight children, four that died in infancy.

Noyes 
grades this piece AU50 and 16th finest. Called AU50 in the 1986 Robinson Brown catalog, this piece has lustrous golden-brown and 
dark steel surfaces that are pristine and mostly free of contact marks. A tiny field nick inside star 1 will aid the pedigree aficionado. 

Following the dissolution of his partnership with Abe Kosoff, Abner Kreisberg opened a coin shop in Beverly Hills, California, and 
added a new partner, Jerry Cohen, late in 1959. The partners operated the Beverly Hills shop, and conducted many excellent 
coin auctions, including some joint sales with Hans Schulman. The name of Quality Sales Corp. was used from 1968 through 1975.

A short die 
flaw down to the left from the bottom of the E in CENT resembles a crack and “has been claimed as a crack,” according to John Wright. 

Frosty and fully lustrous surfaces show steel-blue on the obverse with reddish-brown on the reverse, faded from original mint red. The surfaces 
are exceptional. Called MS63 in the Oeschner catalog, Noyes grades this piece MS60 and fourth finest known. The Noyes plate coin in United 
States Large Cents , 1816-1839. 

T. James Clarke (1875-1952) lived in Jamestown, New York, where he was a box and paper goods manufacturer. He was born in Canada 
and immigrated circa 1894. An avid collector of coins, stamps, currency, and watches, Clarke is best known for his small boxes used by many 
contemporary collectors. Clarke sold his entire collection to Ted Naftzger, who then sold duplicates through Abe Kosoff in the April 1956 sale of 
the T. James Clarke Collection.

The reverse is cracked from the border at 6:30, branching through the base of 
all letters in the legend, heaviest at the base of N in UNITED, with an additional crack through MERIC. This late die state piece 
has weak borders, especially on the reverse, with peripheral flowlines. 

Fully lustrous with frosty honey-gold surfaces as often seen, this piece has delicate green overtones with faded mint red on the reverse. A few minuscule 
corrosion spots are noted on each side, such as one at the digit 1 and another over the first S. None are sufficient to prevent a PCGS grade. 

Although many early copper specialists are still unappreciative of their service, the Professional Coin Grading Service has now been 
in business for a quarter century, and along with the other third party grading services, have proved a major benefit to numismatics. Not 
only have they expanded the coin market beyond anyone’s wildest dream, but they have virtually eliminated counterfeit coins from the 
market place, especially important with the large number of counterfeit coins originating in the Orient.

This lovely piece has excellent surfaces with satin luster and mottled tan and dark brown color, with traces of red on the obverse. The Kagin 
and Superior catalogs both describe a tiny obverse rim nick over star 10 but we feel it is so trivial that it hardly deserves mention. Formerly 
certified MS62 Brown AN ACS. Noyes grades this piece MS60 and places it in a tie with two dozen coins for 10th finest in his census. 

A dairy farmer in the Pacific Northwest, Christian Petersen formed a remarkable collection of large cents, specializing in the middle 
dates. Most of his numismatic transactions were handled with the Kagin family. Parts of his collection were sold in 1954, 1957, and 
1986, the last offering in the same catalog as the Van Cleave Collection.

Graded MS63 in the 1986 Robinson Brown catalog and tied for fourth finest known, Superior regraded this specimen MS60 
in the 2000 March Wells catalog. Considerable faded mint red remains on the obverse with lustrous olive and golden steel- 
brown surfaces. Minor contact marks, mostly in front of the face, prevent a higher grade. 

The absence of biographical notes in the December 1970 Stack’s catalog of the Alto Collection is unfortunate, for the 
collection name has no context today. The name Alto appears several hundred times in the Social Security Death Index, for example. 
Locations named Alto include towns in Georgia, Michigan, New Mexico, and Texas. No mention of the collection is found in Penny- 
Wise around the time of the sale, nor in other numismatic publications.

Noyes has no die state descriptions of the 1835 N-16 in his 1991 photo book, although he implies that 
two or three different die states are known in his 2005 Census book. 

Lovely grayish-steel surfaces with “autumn leaves” coloration at the central reverse. Graded MS60 in the Starr catalog 
and described as “finest known of the variety in this die state.” Noyes carries this piece as MS60 in his 2005 Census, although he indicates having 
never seen it in person at that time. 

The Honorable Thomas Logan Gaskill was born in Burlington County, New Jersey, on July 6, 1874, and he died on March 
17, 1959. He was a graduate of Princeton, and of the University of Pennsylvania Law School. His father was the Honorable Joseph H. 
Gaskill, judge of the Common Pleas Court in Burlington County, New Jersey. The younger Judge Gaskill was a bankruptcy judge with the 
District Court for the Camden, New Jersey district, a position he first held in 1922.

Nearly all known examples of this variety have an obverse rim 
break between stars 7 and 8 as seen here. The reverse has five radial die cracks described by John Wright. The hair at the 
top of the head has three distinct waves, unlike any other obverse die of the year. Wright describes this as the “Wavy- 
Top Head” and the feature is a distinctive attribution characteristic, common only to N-6 and N-7 that share the single obverse die. 

This wonderful “greenie” has emerald-green, tan, and steel-blue toning. Light tan on the edge suggests it may have 
been cleaned and recolored, but if so it was by an expert. Noyes called this piece MS60 and lower end of the census in 
the 1990 EAC catalog, and raised his grade to MS61 and fourth finest in his 2005 Noyes census. Jerry Bobbe wrote on 
the inside flap of the Naftzger envelope that this coin is “Ex CDS 9/14/74 at 12:55 AM.” Lew coins carry such a precise provenance. 

Lester Merkin was a well-known coin dealer in the 1960s and 1970s, beginning his venture into coin auctions with the Louis 
Helfenstein sale that he handled in August 1964. Several of his 31 sales were cataloged by Walter Breen. Merkin was born in 
Philadelphia in 1916, the son of Russian immigrants, and died at New York City in 1992.

A tiny rim nick 
appears at star 3. This piece is graded MS60 in the Starr catalog, the 1990 Early American Coppers Sale, and the 2005 Noyes census. 

Wayte Raymond was a well-known early 20th century numismatic personality who worked as a bank teller in the first decade of the century. He 
was born in Connecticut in November 1886 and died at a New York City hospital in 1956. He issued a few fixed price lists from 1908 to 1911 and 
joined with Elmer Sears to form the United States Coin Company, conducting 43 auctions from 1912 to 1918. He was later associated with J.C. 
Morgenthau, Scott Stamp and Coin Company, and New Netherlands. In addition to his coin trade, Raymond published a number of important 
references, and he is especially remembered for 20 years of the Coin Collector’s Journal and a long run of numismatic price guides, the precursor of 
today’s Guide Book.

issue. Wright reports that this variety is common in all grades but continues to say: “But oh what a truly fascinating variety! ... The amount of 
deterioration permitted in continued use of this pair of dies has always made number 9 a favorite of mine and of many other collectors.” 

This lovely cent has pristine surfaces with steel-blue, olive, tan, and mahogany toning on the obverse. The reverse is lighter blue and green with 
considerable mint red remaining. Graded MS60+ in the Matthews catalog and MS62 in the Wells catalog, this piece is unrecorded in the 2005 
Noyes census. 

The firm was started in the 
late 1960s and at one time included Jeff Garrett, a well-known coin dealer, numismatic researcher, and author.

Although 
common, this variety was unknown to Frank Andrews in the 19th century and was first described by Charles McGirk in 1914. 

Although most of the stars are flat, the strike is sharp. Both sides have gold and tan surfaces with satiny luster and iridescent toning on the 
reverse. This piece is unlisted in the 2005 Noyes Census. Plated on page 137 of A1 Boka’s Provenance Qallery of the Year 17 94. 

Large cents were the lifelong passion of Dr. Charles E. McGirk, of Philipsburg, Pennsylvania, where he was born in 1869 and died 
in 1939. He compiled a serialized study of large cent varieties that appeared in The Numismatist in 1913 and 1914 and assembled a 
collection of 5,000 pieces, sold through B. Max Mehl in January 1913.

Howard Newcomb identified three distinct 
die states in his book on the series, and all three are offered here. The obverse die is an unused die left over from 1836 with plain hair cords, 
resurrected and overdated in 1839. John Wright notes that “this figure matches neither the 9 of other 1839 cents, nor the 6 of 1836 cents.” 

Although clearly worn, this example has glossy, woodgrained olive-brown and tan surfaces with trivial circulation marks on each side that include 
a small nick between the nose and star 3. This piece was conservatively graded VG10+ in the 2004 Early American Coppers Sale catalog. 

The late Stu Hodge, a native of Buffalo, New York, was born in 1943 and died in Dallas in June 2003. He was a well-known and well- 
liked member of Early American Coppers, who joined the organization in 1979 and was elected president just eight years later. With 
his close friend, Ed Jasper, Hodge hosted EAC conventions in 1981, 1987, and 1993.

Although the discoverer of this overdate is 
unknown to the present cataloger, it was known at the time Frank Andrews wrote his “Arrangement” of the later date large cents in 1883. 

Glossy medium olive surfaces exhibit slightly lighter tan devices and faint iridescent overtones. Circulation marks are 
consistent with the grade, including a tiny obverse rim bruise at 3 o’clock and a small nick over the E of CENT. 

Frank D. Andrews, of Vineland, New Jersey, was a collector of middle and late date large cents who formed a complete collection of 
varieties known at that time. He was born in Connecticut in 1847 and died in New Jersey in 1937. He is best known for his 
groundbreaking reference on the middle and late date series, published in 1881 and 1883.

The obverse is completely bisected from 9 o’clock 
to 3 o’clock. Three different cracks are visible, although they appear as a single crack on lower-grade pieces. The cracks are heavy and 
easily visible in the left and right obverse fields. Howard Newcomb argued the overdate status of this variety, writing: “This variety has 
long been called the over date, resembling a figure 9 engraved over a 6. This is an error as a die crack connects the loop with ball.” 

This piece exhibits lovely golden-brown surfaces with splashes of dark steel toning, primarily on the obverse. The unusually 
smooth brown surfaces have minuscule circulation marks consistent with the grade. Conservatively graded Fine 15 in the June 2000 
Bowers sale and previously certified VF30 PCGS. 

Bowers and Merena Galleries was a partnership of Q. David Bowers and Raymond N. Merena. The partnership was formed in 1983 
and continued until 1999, when Collectors Universe, Inc., purchased the firm and Merena retired. Throughout the last two 
decades of the 20th century, Bowers and Merena handled a number of extremely important collections, including those for the Brand, 
Kosoff, Norweb, Eliasberg, and Bass estates. More than 100 auctions were conducted in the pre-Collectors Universe period.

A small field depression northeast of star 1 is seen to 
some degree on examples and provides immediate identification. 

Both sides are satiny and highly lustrous with olive-brown and mint red on the obverse, steel-brown on the reverse. A splash of darker toning 
at the nose will aid the pedigree aficionado. This example is unrecorded in the 2005 Noyes Census, but it is easily in the top 10 for the variety. 

In addition to the well-known works on the middle date cents by Frank Andrews, Howard Newcomb, Bill Noyes, and John Wright, secondary 
works have been compiled by Dr. Charles McGirk and W.E. Johnson. Known as LC167A, LC167B, and LC167C, the updates by W.E. Johnson were 
a series of loose-leaf sheets that appeared in the mid-1960s. Wright comments: “The LC167 lists have been severely critiqued for their many faults, 
but contained several nuggets of new information for those patient enough and discerning enough to sift the true from the false.”

Head as they relate to 1839 cents have been unsuccessful, although both names appeared in the 1881 variety reference of Frank Andrews. 

Attractive steel-brown surfaces are pleasing despite a single shallow nick inside star 3. Graded AU55 in Starr and Halpern, and 
AU50 in the 1990 EAC catalog and in Mendelson. Plated on page 138 of A1 Boka’s Provenance Qallery of the Year 1794. 

Henry C. Hines was born in New Jersey in 1856 and died there in 1946. He was trained as a lawyer, and later he operating a men’s 
clothing manufactory. An authority on large cents, he was the source for much information published in the works of George Clapp and 
Howard Newcomb. Although he suffered severely in the 1929 stock market crash, Hines remained active in numismatics until his death. 
His collection was sold to Dr. William Sheldon and Homer Downing.

MS65 Brown PCGS and graded MS62 in the Century catalog. Noyes calls this piece MS63 and fifth finest known in his 2005 census. 

Dr. Thomas Turissini is a cardiologist in Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania. He began collecting when he was just six years old and developed an 
interest in large cents after purchasing a copy of Penny Whimsy in 1991. He has a discerning eye, as this cent shows, and focuses his interests in the 
year 1794, only in the finest condition.

Highly lustrous and satiny surfaces display full cartwheel luster and lovely yellowish-brown surfaces that are even bright yellow on 
the reverse. Graded MS63 and certified MS64 Brown PCGS in the Dr. Lee sale. 

Dr. Wallace Lee was born in Pontiac, Michigan, in 1929 and practiced dentistry in that community for 35 years until he retired in 
1994. He began collecting coins in 1962 and developed an interest in early copper, buying groups of coins at auction on his way 
to formation of a date set. He also had an extensive collection of half cent varieties, sold through a Superior auction in May 2003.

The late Robinson S. Brown, Jr. (1917-2005), is the only person to form a complete collection of Sheldon-numbered varieties 
twice. Superior sold his first collection in 1986 and his second collection 10 years later. His collection of late date cents was sold 
in 2002. Brown spent almost five decades with Brown-Forman Distillers in Louisville and retired in 1982 as chairman of the board. A 
true “Southern gentleman,” Brown was gracious with everyone who met him.

Called MS65 in 
the Downing catalog, MS63 in the 1986 Brown catalog, and MS64 in the 2002 Brown catalog. Tied for sixth finest in the Grellman census. 

Homer K. Downing was born in Indiana in 1898 and died in 1951. A Western Electric Company employee, Downing formed 
a remarkable collection in a short period of time, as he did not become active in numismatics or early copper until the 1940s.

John Jay Pittman was born in North Carolina in 1913, the son of J.W. and Laura Pittman. He studied chemical engineering at the 
University of North Carolina and attended graduate school at Princeton. A short time later, in 1936, Pittman accepted a job with Kodak 
and relocated to Rochester, New York, remaining there for the rest of his life. He was active in numismatic organizations, especially the 
Rochester Numismatic Association and the American Numismatic Association. He served terms as president in both organizations. Pittman 
was a Farran Zerbe Award winner and was elected to the ANA Hall of Fame in 1992. Pittman died in New York in 1996.

Pristine surfaces exhibit fully brilliant mint red with light steehblue toning and a streak of darker toning at star 2, the result of impurities 
in the copper flan. Trivial contact marks fail to break the luster of this lovely cent. The strike is typical with weakness at the top of the 
coronet over LIB. Called MS64+ in the 2002 Robinson Brown catalog, it is tied for finest known with the similarly lovely Naftzger 
specimen, per the Grellman census.

Superior Galleries was a prominent auction firm in Beverly Hills, California, holding many important sales from the 1970s to 
the 1990s. The firm remained in the auction business for a number of years after, holding its final sale in 2008, although the final decade 
saw ownership changes similar to those experienced by nearly every major auction house except Heritage Auctions. Superior 
handled most of the important copper collections in the late 1980s and early 1990s.

Norman W. Pullen has been in the rare coin business since 1959, first in New Jersey and later in Maine, where he relocated 
in 1977. He operates Maine Gold and Silver in Portland, although he considers himself as “semiretired.” He is also actively involved in 
the model train business.

A few trivial marks are inconsequential, and low areas in the planchet remain from the minting 
process. Tied for finest known in the Grellman census and equal to the Holmes coin for grade, but the Boka specimen has far more mint red. 

Early American Coppers is the national collecting organization for those with an interest in Colonials, half cents, large cents, and 
contemporary tokens. The club was founded in 1967 and remains active today, with about 1,500 members. An annual convention 
is held each year, and since 1975 the convention has included an auction of copper coins and related items, open only to the members. 
A journal, Penny-Wise, has been published continuously since 1967.

The satiny surfaces are highly lustrous and faintly reflective, with nearly 70% of the original red still visible, the balance 
toned to light steel. The surfaces are nearly flawless, and no pedigree markers are visible. Listed as second finest in the Grellman census. 

Although he was no longer living when this coin was struck, Christian Gobrecht is credited with the Braided Hair design. Gobrecht 
was born in York County, Pennsylvania, on December 23, 1785, and died on July 23, 1844. He was an accomplished artist and 
served as chief engraver of the Mint following the death of William Kneass, a post he held from December 21, 1840, until 
his own death. Gobrecht is best known for the 1836-39 silver dollars that carry his name.

A low area between the left branch of the 
wreath and ONE is as struck. Fourth finest in the Grellman census and formerly certified MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. 

James Barton Longacre was the Mint’s chief engraver at the time this variety was created. He succeeded Christian Gobrecht to the post on 
September 16, 1844, and served until his death on January 1, 1869. Although he was a talented engraver, he is said to have lacked skill as a die- 
cutter; many numismatic researchers point to the various reengraved, repunched, and blundered dates produced during the Longacre era as evidence. 
Longacre was born in Delaware County, Pennsylvania, on August 11, 1794, a fitting birth year for this consignment from A1 Boka.

Grellman reports that some deceptive “Bay Area” counterfeits are known, so-called as they were first discovered in the vicinity 
of San Francisco. All have Mint State sharpness with dull luster and common die markers that are unknown on genuine pieces. With 
third-party authentication, most Bay Area counterfeits are forever off the market.

The Taunton, Massachusetts, firm of Crocker Brothers & Co. was a planchet supplier for half cents and large cents in the 1850s. A history of 
the firm appeared in the November 1968 issue of Penny Wise. In their article, Paul and Robert Carter identify the Crocker brothers as William, 
Samuel, and George. The best known brother was Samuel Leonard Crocker (1804' 1883), who served in the U.S. House of Representatives from 
1853 to 1855.

Although the transition from the old large cents to the new small cents officially occurred on February 21, 1857, Mint Director James Ross 
Snowden stopped production in January 1857, anticipating passage of the Mint Act the following month. He reassigned Mint workmen to the task 
of preparing copper-nickel planchets for the new smaller one cent coins. The result was a mintage of only a little over 330,000 large cents in 1857. 
Snowden later noted that most 1857 large cents were melted, although enough survive today that some hoarding must have occurred.

This is the extremely rare First Restrike with the right side of the T in 
CENT sharply doubled. When Walter Breens Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents 1793-1857 was published in 1983, the author knew of just 
three examples, including this piece, which is listed in his Census. He wrote: “For long, the existence of this variety was controversial. It is still 
the rarest of all die combinations among the proof-only dates, being rarer than the 1831 or 1836 with small berries, or the 1852 with large berries.” 

Proof Half Cents 

From 1831 to 1836 and again from 1840 through 1857, the Philadelphia Mint coined half cents in proof format. In eleven of 
those years (1836, 1840-1848, and 1852) those proofs were the only half cents coined. In 1849, issues from the Small Date large 
cent were also only coined in proof format, while 1849 Large Date coins were also made as business strikes. Mintages for most 
of the proof-only issues were fairly extensive, based on the number of surviving pieces today. However, every one of those proofs 
was rare enough at or shortly after the time of issue that collector demand exceeded the existing supply. 

To satisfy demand, the Mint coined two different series of restrikes, today designated as First Restrikes and Second Restrikes. Overall 
the First Restrikes are extremely rare, while the Second Restrikes are fairly plentiful. As with the Original proofs, the survival notes will 
illustrate the rarity of each. 

For most years the diagnostics are the same; complete descriptions of each variety may be found in the Breen reference. For 
each year, a single obverse die was used, so attribution is strictly based on the reverse. The pieces called Originals 
have large, obviously visible berries in the wreath. Both the First Restrikes and Second Restrikes have small berries resembling 
little dots in the wreath. First Restrike half cents have the right upright of the T in CENT doubled. Second Restrike 
half cents have a normal T and clearly visible die file lines over the letters RICA in AMERICA. 

Today’s research suggests that the Original proof half cents were struck in the year shown on the coin, although exceptions 
may exist. Most numismatists generally agree that the First Restrike half cents were made in the mid-1850s, perhaps 1856 or 
1857, and that the Second Restrikes were made a few years after that, perhaps 1858 to 1860 or even later. 

The Guide Book fails to distinguish between the First and Second Restrikes, merely designating coins as “Original” or 
“Restrike.” Likewise, the grading services identify the coins only as either “Original” or “Restrike.” However, the Original issues, 
the First Restrikes, and the Second Restrikes are distinct issues of the Philadelphia Mint that were struck in different issuing 
periods,. Each of the three varieties forms a highly collectible series of considerable numismatic importance.

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The Present Specimen 

A century ago this specimen appeared in the George H. Earle sale, a recurrence of its earlier offering in the H.P. Smith sale. It 
positively matches the plates in both catalogs. The obverse of this glittering proof has fully brilliant original orange mint color, 
while the reverse has delicate blue and violet splashes over deeper orange color. The fields are fully mirrored, and both sides 
have scattered carbon flecks that are inactive. The obverse has a minor scratch through star 4 and a trivial surface scrape inside 
stars 1 and 2, the former serving as an excellent pedigree marker. The reverse is exceptional, with no significant marks or flecks. 

Roster of Known Examples 

The Breen Census is inaccurate, and there may only be two examples known. Breen recorded an example that Jon Hanson sold to the 
Donald Groves Collection, a second example that was in a 1972 Stack’s sale, and a third piece that appeared in three different Kagin 
sales from 1968 to 1974. However, the Stack’s plate exactly matches the 1974 Kagin’s plate. Further, the description in the 1968 and 
1973 Kagin catalogs (both unplated) sounds like the present specimen: “1847 First Restrike, Reverse of 1856, obverse bright red, reverse 
bright red and blue.” Adding further to the provenance mystery, the November 1974 Kagin’s sale states: “There was one in our Nov., 
1973 sale ... That and this specimen are the only two we can recall appearing in all our 304 sales extending back to the 1930’s!” 

As unlikely as it may seem, the 1974 Kagin’s description suggests that they did, indeed, handle two distinctly different specimens, 
and those two coins may be the only ones known. A further mystery is the Breen Half Cent Encyclopedia plate coin, which may 
be a third specimen, or more likely a composite photo showing an 1847 obverse from an Original or Second Restrike and a First 
Restrike reverse from some other year.

CENT is present save for the bottom of the N on ONE, a function 
of the Weak N die pairing that many of the business strikes were

Bill Fivaz and J.T. Stanton have 
given this variety an URS-9 rarity rating, indicating a surviving 
population of 126-250 pieces in all grades.

3365 1916-D — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. VG. That 
this piece is too bright for its VG details is obvious, though faint 
gold-gray retoning ameliorates the effect. A lightly abraded but

3366 1916-D — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. Fine. This 
pearl-gray key date dime is hairlined and slightly bright from 
cleaning, but the fasces display greater definition that most

moderately worn example of the famous Mercury dime key, cleaned 
in the past but since retoned green-gold and gray with the color 
deepest at the upper left obverse.

3377 1876 AU55 PCGS. CAC. Light high-point circulation rub 
appears over powder-gray surfaces, but there are no signs of singular 
contact or other impairment.

A delightful example representing the first 
year of this brief denomination, with attractive russet, rose, and 
blue iridescent toning over the brightly mirrored fields and lustrous 
devices. Like so many proofs from this era, this example has full 
cameo contrast that is only subdued by the attractive toning, 
preventing an actual Cameo designation.

The remains of the earlier 50 denomination are clear on this 
Choice Very Good piece, a pinkish-gray coin that has full rims on 
both sides and considerable deep detail remaining.

In the case of the 1917-S coins, the 
Obverse Mintmark style saw 952,000 pieces struck, compared to a 
much larger emission exceeding 5.5 million coins for the Reverse 
Mintmark coins. Nonetheless, in the higher Mint State grades, 
both variants are quite rare, and about equally so. 

This Reverse Mintmark Gem is one of 21 submissions so 
certified at NGC, with four coins finer (7/11). The thick mint 
frost is this coin’s strong suit. Each side exhibits light gray patina 
complementing a slight accent of color at the margins. The strike is 
full on the hand — unusual for the issue — and slightly less so on

This better-date S-mint half is completely 
brilliant and displays dazzling, frosted mint luster that races around 
each side as the coin is angled beneath a light. The strike is strong

The medium-density purple-lilac toning seen 
over each side does little to subdue the underlying brightness of the 
mint luster.

3503 1938-D MS65 PCGS. Well struck save for the branch hand, and 
the lustrous surfaces display delicate olive and autumn-tan toning.

3504 1938-D MS66 NGC. Narrow arcs of orange-red and lemon- 
gold adorn the upper obverse border, although this lustrous 
Premium Gem is otherwise brilliant. A nicely struck, high-grade 
representative of this popular low-mintage issue.

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3505 1939-D MS67 NGC. Highly lustrous surfaces display a hint or two 
of light russet at the peripheries. This piece is devoid of mentionable 
contact marks, though a fingerprint remnant is visible in the left 
obverse field.

3507 1940-S MS67 PCGS. CAC. For numismatists operating at the 
highest levels of Walking Liberty half Registry collecting, this 
S-mint example on the cusp of the short set is an essential. While 
Liberty’s thumb is barely visible, not uncommon on this issue, the 
surfaces are remarkably smooth. Softly frosted luster is bright and 
swirling, and the surfaces are pristine aside from such minor flaws 
as a pinpoint mark to the left of the T in LIBERTY.

3513 1946-S MS67 NGC. Trumpet tail S. Brilliant and lustrous with 
exemplary preservation. The strike is precise except on the branch 
hand. Census: 61 in 67, 0 finer (8/11).

3514 1946-S MS67 NGC. Evenly struck and satiny on the obverse 
with lovely rose-gray and peripheral sea-green toning.

This well-detailed 
MS62 example exhibits attractive silver-gray patina, mixed with 
areas of golden-tan and lavender, with more color on the reverse.

3566 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS64 PCGS. The 1879-S Morgan 
dollar with the Reverse of 1878 (parallel arrow feather) is much 
more elusive than the other reverse variety. This sharply detailed 
Choice example displays a mix of satiny luster and semiprooflike 
reflectivity, with traces of gold patina on both sides.(#7094)

A sprinkling 
of light marks is mostly confined to the reverse. Although this 
piece is a touch below the average grade of Very Fine for the 1893- 
S, it is above-average for its grade and for comparable examples.

A lightly 
worn and once-cleaned example that has retoned lightly to a mix of 
gold-peach and silver-gray hues.

3726 1894 — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. XF. Medium to 
deep olive-gray toning blankets this evenly circulated key date 
dollar.

Only a single obverse die was used for 
1893-S, and only a single die pair is known for 1894. Both have 
something else in common: While circulated examples are fairly 
widespread and popular, examples in Select Mint State are another 
matter altogether. This Select 1894 boasts radiant cartwheel luster 
over silvery, eye-appealing surfaces that show a thin crescent of 
gold patina near the obverse rim. A couple of hits on the cheek and

This well-detailed Choice specimen is 
patinated in shades of gold, lavender, and blue, with frosty mint

3730 1894 MS64 PCGS. This famously low-mintage Philadelphia

3731 1894-0 MS64 NGC. The 1894-0 Morgan dollar is known as a 
poorly struck issue, but this attractive Choice example is sharply 
detailed in most areas, with just a touch of softness on the hair 
above Liberty’s ear. The brilliant surfaces display vibrant mint 
luster and only a few minor contact marks on Liberty’s cheek 
prevent a finer grade. Only five coins have been certified in higher

3732 1894-S MS63 PCGS. Pale silver luster has splashes of dusty-rose 
at the reverse margins. Sweeping cartwheels are centered around 
modestly frosted, softly struck devices.

3740 1895-0 MS61 PCGS. CAC. Morgan dollar production was 
limited at all three mints in 1895, with the New Orleans Mint 
striking the largest number of coins at a mere 450,000 pieces. 
Storage of silver dollars was becoming an acute problem for the 
Treasury, with vaults overflowing with millions of unwanted coins 
from earlier years. Most of the small 1895-0 mintage was released 
into circulation at the time of issue, and few examples were 
available in the great Treasury releases of the 1960s. As a result, the 
issue is quite elusive in high grade. 

The present coin is a well-detailed Mint State specimen, with 
frosty mint luster and a few hints of light gold and lavender toning.

3741 1895-0 MS63 PCGS. The 1895-0 is one of those Morgan 
dollar issues that sees ceaseless demand in all grades from 
Good 4 upward to the highest Mint State grades, where it is a 
legendary rarity in the series. There are a great number of 1895- 
O dollars available in circulated grades. Most certified survivors 
at PCGS are in the range of Very Fine to low AU. In Mint 
State the population thins out by an order of magnitude, with 
most of those coins in the lower Mint State grades of MS60 to 
MS62. In MS63 this coin is one of only 19 pieces so certified at 
PCGS, and there are 17 finer (8/11). 

In his Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, Q. David Bowers 
writes: 


“The 1895-0 emerged as the single circulation-strike 
variety that is not known to have been a part of any 
Treasury releases via bags. ... I have heard suggestions 
that from several dozen to a couple hundred Mint State 
coins came out of the Treasury Building in the early 
1950s, but how they would grade today is anybody’s 
guess. Uncirculated coins of years ago are often clas¬ 
sified as AU today. I have found no account or even 
a rumor of any being a part of the 1962 through 1964 
Treasury release.” 

The original mintage of the date was only 450,000 pieces, 
and from the grades cited above, it is obvious that most of those 
coins circulated, at least for a short while. Their absence from 
the Treasury silver hoards is another reason for their scarcity 
today. 

This Select Mint State piece would fit right at home in a 
high-Mint State set of Morgan dollars. There is pale golden 
color seen on both sides, with the fields showing just a hint of 
reflectivity. The striking details are strongly brought up in the 
centers, and there are no mentionable abrasions on either side.

Only the hair over 
Liberty’s ear is weak, with all other details sharply defined.

The 1895-S is key to a date set of Morgan 
dollars. VAM-5 has a mint-made defect within the lower loop of 
the mintmark. (#7238) 


3745 1896 MS66+ PCGS. The 1896 Morgan dollar is known as a 
well-produced issue, and this high-end Premium Gem is a prime 
example of that high quality. The strike and luster are all one could 
ask of a 19th century type coin.

3746 1896 MS66 Prooflike PCGS. This Premium Gem offers a fair 
degree of field-motif contrast.

This Select 
example has creamy luster with light peach overtones across a 
pale silver base. Decently detailed for the date, if a trifle soft at the 
hair over the ear, and highly appealing. NGC has graded just 13

3753 1897 MS66+ PCGS. CAC. The satiny untoned surfaces are well- 
struck and boast rich, rolling cartwheel luster on each side of this 
Premium Gem. It is perhaps only a couple of tiny ticks on Liberty’s 
cheek that preclude an even finer grade, but the eye appeal is 
excellent.

3756 1897-0 MS65 PCGS. The 1897-0 Morgan dollar enjoyed 
a substantial mintage of more than 4 million pieces, but 
quality control was not a priority for the issue. The New 
Orleans Mint was under a great deal of pressure to produce 
large quantities of silver dollars in the shortest possible 
time, and the aesthetic appearance of the individual coins 
was not an important consideration. The Mint staff indulged 
in many time-saving practices, like spacing the dies slightly 
farther apart to save on wear and breakage. As a result, most 
examples of the 1897-0 are softly struck, and have poor 
luster characteristics. Examples in Gem condition are seldom 
encountered. As Q. David Bowers states, “In sharply struck 
MS-65 grade the 1897-0 is among the rarest Morgan issues.” 

The 1897-0 is readily available in circulated grades, 
suggesting that many examples were placed into circulation 
over the years rather than being stored in banks and Treasury 
vaults. A few bags were released from Treasury storage and from 
the Federal Reserve Bank in Helena, Montana in the 1940s and 
1950s, but no large quantities were available in the Treasury 
releases of the 1960s. It seems likely that the majority of the 
coins that were initially stored in government facilities were 
melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act in 1918. 

The present coin is a marvelous Gem specimen with razor- 
sharp details on all design elements. Even the usual problem 
areas, like the hair above the ear, are crisply detailed. Unlike 
most examples of this issue, vibrant frosty mint luster is evident 
on both sides. The well-preserved surfaces are brilliant, with 
a few hints of gold toning in scattered areas. This coin should 
be a welcome addition to a fine collection or Registry Set.

The 1897-S 
is among the most available post-1882 San Francisco issues, but 
the issue is very scarce in the present lofty condition.

The strike is fully 
brought up in the centers of both sides of this lovely Gem. The 
fields are deeply reflective and the devices nicely frosted. The only 
color present is a thin outline of russet around the margins.

3760 1898 MS66 Prooflike PCGS. Ex: Ray George. This well struck 
and brilliant Premium Gem has dynamic luster and a well 
preserved obverse.

3762 1898-S MS65 NGC. VAM-10. The mintmark is “tilted very far to 
the right,” in the words of VAMworld.com.

3763 1899 MS66 PCGS. The 1899 has an impressively low mintage of 
only 330,000 pieces, although it is believed that some of this date 
were actually included in the 1900 delivery totals.

Gold and peach-crimson peripheral 
toning has more coverage on the reverse. This strongly cartwheeled 
MS64+ example is pleasing for a coin not awarded a full Gem 
designation, though the centers show a degree of striking softness.

The design elements display razor-sharp 
definition throughout and vibrant frosty mint luster is present on 
both sides. The virtually pristine surfaces are mostly brilliant, with 
a few hints of gold toning.

Shades of orange-gold and lilac 
highlight the surfaces of this attractive Gem, with bright mint 
luster and sharply detailed devices.

3906 1916 McKinley MS66 PCGS. Peach-red accents ensure the eye 
appeal of this sharply struck and shimmering Premium Gem. The 
reverse is close to immaculate, while the obverse has only a handful

A needle-sharp and lustrous orange- 
gold example that has mark-free surfaces and outstanding eye 
appeal.

1903 Louisiana Purchase-Jefferson Dollar 
Deeply Mirrored PR64 Cameo 



3913 1903 Jefferson PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. Although it 
perhaps goes largely forgotten today, the Louisiana Purchase was 
undoubtedly the most significant single real estate transaction in 
American history, doubling the size of the American continent by 
adding essentially all the land between the Mississippi River and 
the Rocky Mountains. It is only fitting that such a monumental 
event would be commemorated numismatically — so far — in 
two different centuries! In 1903 through 1905 it was the Louisiana 
Purchase-Jefferson/McKinley and Lewis and Clark Exposition 
gold dollars, and in 2004^2006 it was the various numismatic 
delicacies including the Lewis and Clark Bicentennial silver dollar, 
the Westward Journey nickels depicting Jefferson, and others. 

While many numismatists consider the 1848 CAL. quarter 
eagles to be America’s first true commemorative coin, those pieces 
entailed no complete overhaul or design change. The 1903 gold 
dollars were specifically designed as true commemoratives, and 
the Mint recorded only 100 proofs each struck of the Jefferson and 
McKinley designs. Survival rates appear virtually identical for the 
two designs in proof format. In PR64 Cameo this is the only piece so 
certified at PCGS, superseded by two PR65 Cameo coins (7/11). 

When viewing this piece there is no doubt about its status 
as a proof. The fields are deeply reflective, and the devices show 
a noticeable amount of mint frost that provides the Cameo 
designation. Rich orange-gold color is seen over each side of this 
lovely high-grade proof.

Numerous die cracks appear around the reverse periphery.(#7126) 

3938 1884-CC MS65 Deep Prooflike NGC. Lightly but colorlessly 
toned overall with powerful mirrors shining through the thin layer 
of patina. Thick white frost over the devices, a trifle soft at the 
hair over Liberty’s ear but sharp elsewhere, further fuels the coin’s

The first strike was normal, but the second 
strike was widely off center toward 6 o’clock, at 4:30 relative to the 
first strike. During the second strike, a previously struck coin, 95% 
off center, rested between the present coin and the obverse die.

Struck on a Quarter Planchet, MS64 


3952 1976 Type One Eisenhower Dollar — Struck on a Quarter 
Planchet — MS64 NGC. The obverse of this wrong-planchet 
error has Eisenhower’s head filling most of the frame and no digits 
of the date visible. On the reverse, the Liberty Bell and moon motif 
occupies the upper two-thirds of that side, and as a bonus, the tops 
of the letters in ONE DOLLAR are visible, just enough to tell it is 
the earlier Type One obverse with decidedly thicker lettering than 
its successor.

This S-mint ten has the remaining mint luster of an AU example, 
but the strike is unusually soft, especially on the lower reverse and 
upper obverse.

3954 (1800) Gold Washington Funeral Medal Genuine PCGS. Baker- 
169, R.7. The PCGS number ending in .98 suggests Damage as the 
reason, or one of the reasons, PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. 
In our opinion, this coin has the details of an AU specimen that 
has been holed, bent, and cleaned. 

The oval Washington Funeral medals were engraved by Jacob 
Perkins from a uniface design by Dudley Tyng. The medals were 
intended to be worn as jewelry, in lockets or more elaborate settings, 
or just holed for suspension, like the present example. The pieces 
were distributed by Eben Moulton, a goldsmith and jeweler from 
Cornhill Street in Boston, and possibly other vendors, to be worn 
by ladies in the parades and ceremonies held to commemorate 
the life of George Washington after his death in December 1799. 
Probably no more than a dozen specimens survive, with several 
examples in institutional collections and most specimens housed in 
jeweled settings as originally intended. 

The present coin retains nearly all original detail, but it has 
been holed for suspension at 12 o’clock and slightly bent in several 
places. The bright yellow-gold surfaces remain attractive, despite 
the noted cleaning. This lot combines historic interest, great rarity, 
and formidable aesthetic appeal in one important opportunity. 


1946 Gold U.N. Monetary Pattern, MS62 
HK-873, Proposed International Coinage 


3955 1946 U.N. Monetary Pattern in Gold MS62 NGC. HK-873. 

Only 314 pieces were minted in gold, according to records from 
Medallic Art Co. These were privately produced patterns made on 
order by coin dealers Abe Kosoff and Hans Schulman. They were 
patterns proposed for an international coinage, but the idea never 
got off the ground. This is a lightly hairlined piece that has rich 
reddish-gold color and shows no obvious contact marks.

The high relief design is portrayed to bold effect, 
apparently the same design as the original dies with the well-known 
bust of Liberty facing left, cap and pole behind her, LIBERTAS

(America) is protected from an attacking lion (Great Britain) by a 
female warrior (France), NON SINE DIIS ANIMOSUS INFANS 
at rim, 17/19 OCT.

3960 2002 Two-Piece Gold and Silver Paris Mint Commemorative 
Proof Set, 75th Anniversary of Lindberghs First Nonstop 
Transatlantic Flight. Two euro-denominated proof coins in plastic 
capsules plus a large unencapsulated brass medal. The gold proof 
coin has a face value of 20 euros, 17 gm of .920 fine gold, diameter 
31 mm, mintage 1,000 coins; the silver proof coin is a one euro, 22.2 
gm of .900 fine silver, diameter 37 mm, mintage 10,000 coins. Both 
coins have the same design, the obverse showing Charles Lindbergh’s 
“Spirit of St. Louis” beginning on May 20, 1927 in New York and 
the reverse showing the ending May 21 in Paris, with the French 
for “75th Anniversary” and other pertinent French inscriptions. 

Accompanying the two precious metal coins is a large brass 
medal with attractive patina, diameter 62 mm, showing a bust of 
Lindbergh facing right, MEDAL OF / THE CONGRESS flanking, 
with LINDBERGH and the United States national identification 
on obverse, reverse showing the “Lone Eagle” design, a reference to 
Lindbergh’s Congressional gold award medal.

3963 1796 15 Stars Genuine PCGS. 0-101, R.5. The PCGS 
number ending in .GN suggests an unknown reason why PCGS 
deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion the coin has XF 
details and has been cleaned and retoned. The coin is a uniform 
medium to dark gray. The cleaning was relatively light and 
non-abrasive, as inspection with a loupe reveals no significant 
hairlines. 

The design elements exhibit sharp definition, especially 
Liberty’s hair, hair ribbon, and drapery. Only the tops of the the 
letters TY in LIBERTY reveal minor weakness. Nearly all of the 
plumage is visible on the eagle’s wings, as is that on its tail. The 
peripheral lettering and fraction are strong; only the last A in 
AMERICA is weak. Both obverse and reverse exhibit virtually 
complete dentilation, an attribute often lacking on Draped Bust 
Small Eagle half dollars. 

The surfaces on both sides are remarkably free of significant 
contact marks or other blemishes. Indeed, what few that we 
do see are mentioned solely for identification purposes. These 
include a moderate mark between the rim and the upper-left 
part of star 3, a horizontal mark below Liberty’s lip, parallel 
marks on each palm leaf below the right side of the last S in 
STATES, and a diagonal pinscratch from the rim across the top 
of the C in AMERICA to the last A. 

All in all, this is a coin worthy of a serious bid. Its rather 
pleasing color and design sharpness will make it a welcome 
addition to a high-grade type or date/variety collection. Its 
“impairments” are nowhere near those often encountered on 
many other 1796-1797 half dollars that reveal plugs, whizzed 
surfaces, strengthening of design elements, scratches, digs, 
graffiti, or rim bruises.

Randy 
Wiley and Bill Bugert comment on the 1874-CC Seated Liberty 
half dollar, “A very scarce date. Rare in XF and above. Very rare 
in Mint State.” The reported mintage was only 59,000 pieces, and 
just two die varieties are known for the date. This coin represents 
the very rare WB-102 variety, characterized by the large arrows at 
the date and what appear to be roller marks, or “railroad tracks” 
between T and E of STATES on the reverse.

More than 15 million Seated halves were produced at three mints 
in 1877, but the introduction of the Morgan dollar in 1878 would 
reduce that total to less than 1.5 million and end branch mint half 
dollar coinage for 14 years, through 1891. Although most of each 
side of this Gem 1877-CC half dollar displays a satiny finish, small 
areas of prooflike reflectiveness shine on the reverse. Honey-gold 
decorates the obverse rims with a silver center, and the reverse 
displays deeper amber and copper tones at the margins. A small 
dark toning spot occurs on the left (facing) wing. Among the few 
finest survivors of the initial mintage exceeding 1.4 million coins.

As a 
result, many entered circulation and fewer high grade examples 
were set aside with the die scratch than the first production run 
in early December, many of which were saved as mementoes. 

Gobrecht dollars have been considered patterns for more than 
a hundred years. The only actual patterns among Gobrechts are 
the 1838 dollars struck in Die Alignment IV with no reverse die 
cracks. The status of the entire series as pattern coinage was first 
published in Robert Coulton Davis’ examination of all known 
patterns in the Coin Collectors Journal in 1885. Since then the 
series has been referred to by Adams-Woodin numbers and 
Judd numbers, further reinforcing their perception as patterns. 
Today it is a matter of tradition and convenience to refer to the 
various dates, alignments, and mulings by Judd number. 

This later striking is atypically well preserved. The fields 
are brightly reflective and better mirrored than usually seen 
on early Gobrecht strikings. Each side has teal-colored patina 
that is outlined with golden-brown at the margins. The striking 
details are fully brought up in all areas, including Liberty’s 
foot. Light hairlining can be seen beneath the toning. This

MS62 With Lilac and Gold Patina 



4104 1870 MS62 PCGS. Circulated examples of the 1870 Seated dollar 
are available but Mint State coins are rare. Any business-strike

from circulation or domestic melting, as it would be 1873 before 
their intrinsic value would fall beneath their face value. This piece 
shows glints of brilliant luster underneath a modicum of yellow- 
gold and lilac patina on each side.

In our 
opinion, this coin has the details of an XF specimen that exhibits 
severe environmental damage and has been tooled. Granular 
charcoal patina covers much of both sides, and the right obverse 
field has been smoothed.

This example is evenly worn 
over both sides. Most of the surfaces are light gray with darker 
accents around the margins. A pleasing coin for the grade with no

4111 1872-S — Obverse Scratched — NGC Details. XF. A faint 
diagonal pinscratch on the seated Liberty is barely worthy of 
mention, yet must be the source of the strictly assessed NGC 
notation.

The 1872-S is the only collectible 
Motto S-mint Seated issue, and is very scarce due to a low mintage 
of 9,000 pieces.

4113 1854 PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1854 proof Seated Liberty 
dollar was produced in small numbers, with an estimated mintage 
of 50-100 pieces. The dollars were sold as part of complete proof 
sets and as single pieces to interested collectors. Walter Breen 
estimated the surviving population at two dozen examples in all 
grades. This is the first time Heritage has been privileged to offer 
an 1854 in PR64 Ultra Cameo condition and this is the only proof 
Ultra Cameo coin certified at NGC (8/11). 

All proof 1854 dollars show a small triangular defect in the 
obverse field, near the top of the 5 in the date. Another interesting 
feature that appears on this coin, and many others, is a patch of 
mint frost beneath Liberty’s chin that gives the goddess a “bearded” 
appearance. 

The present coin traces its provenance to the celebrated Pittman 
Collection, one of the finest numismatic gatherings of all time. John 
Jay Pittman was a connoisseur of the first order, and only the rarest 
and finest specimens found a place in his collection. This delightful 
Choice example is sharply detailed in most areas, but shows the 
characteristic softness on the eagle’s wing. The fields are deeply 
mirrored, and display hints of attractive light gold toning. The 
best pedigree markers are a diagonal mark extending into the left 
(facing) eagle’s wing from the reverse field and a pair of lint marks 
between stars 2 and 3. This coin possesses high technical quality 
and tremendous eye appeal, along with its distinguished history.

Eagle cent, except struck in bronze with a plain edge, instead of 
the usual copper-nickel alloy. A point from the U in UNITED 
and a second point from the left wreath stem confirm the rare 
Snow-5 die pair. Andrew Pollock’s Reverse B with a fully closed 
E in ONE. 

For all 1856 Flying Eagle cent die pairs combined, Judd- 
182 is Low R.7, but nearly all known examples are Snow-4, 
distinguished by a Low Leaves Reverse. Rick Snow (2001) lists 
Snow-5b as Rarity-8 with just two known examples, a PCGS 
PR64 Red and Brown and a silver-plated ANACS VF specimen. 
Overall, Snow-5 is Rarity-6, but virtually all pieces are struck in 
copper-nickel. The Snow-5b Judd-182 is extremely rare and of 
great importance to the advanced Flying Eagle cent specialist. 

This is a fully struck specimen with complete vein detail 
on the cotton leaves and intricate delineation on the eagle’s 
plumage. The upper obverse displays a wire rim that further 
attests to the crispness of the strike.

The gold dollars of the 1880s 
saw little circulation, and quite a few survive in higher grades today.

The fields 
of this piece go “black” with unfathomable depth of reflectivity 
when the coin is angled in the light.

The 
fabled 1911-D can claim greater overall rarity, but the 1914 
is equally elusive in high grade. This is only the second time 
Heritage has been privileged to offer a 1914 Indian quarter 
eagle in Premium Gem condition, and this identical coin was 
the specimen featured in the other auction, so many years may 
pass before a comparable example becomes available. While 
PCGS and NGC have combined to certify five coins in MS66 
and one in MS67, it seems likely that those totals are inflated 
by resubmissions. In A Handbook of 20th Century United States 
Gold Coins 1907-1933, this coin is the only example mentioned 
in David Akers list of Significant Examples. 

One really does not have to be a grading expert on this 
popular series to recognize the remarkable state of preservation 
on this example. The strike is boldly executed in virtually 
all areas, and blushes of lilac patina complement the coin’s 
vibrant mint bloom. A couple of minor luster grazes on the 
Native American would never be mentioned on a coin of lesser 
importance. This coin possesses extraordinary visual appeal. 
Without a doubt, one of the finest 1914 quarter eagle we have 
ever offered and certainly a Condition Census example as well.

To quote from A Handbook of 
20th Century United States Gold Coins 1907-1933 by David Akers 
and Jeff Ambio, “The 1914'D is the premier rarity in the Indian 
Quarter Eagle series in grades at or above MS65.” In fact, only 
a single specimen has been certified in higher numeric grade by 
either of the leading grading services, the NGC-graded Superb 
Gem from our Central States Signature (Heritage, 4/2009), lot 
2680, which realized $80,500. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem with a bold strike that 
shows a touch of softness on the headdress feathers. Striking 
problems are common on this issue because of die deterioration, 
and this example is far above average in this regard. The lustrous 
copper-gold surfaces show few signs of contact, and eye appeal is 
outstanding.

4253 1915 MS66 PCGS. CAC. The production of business-strike 
quarter eagles was substantial in 1915, with 606,000 pieces 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint. This quantity proved sufficient 
to satisfy the needs of the national economy for a decade, and 
no more quarter eagles were minted until 1925. This date is 
a favorite of type collectors seeking an example of the Indian 
Head type. As might be expected, the 1915 is not difficult to 
locate in lower Mint State grades, but it does become scarce 
at the Gem level, and coins in Premium Gem condition are 
very rare. PCGS has certified only three examples in MS66 
with none finer, while NGC has graded four Premium Gem 
specimens with none finer (7/11). The present coin is certainly 
among the finest known and should be included in any 
Condition Census for the date. 

Both sides of this spectacular Premium Gem display vibrant 
mint luster, a characteristic seldom seen on the 1915, which 
is usually found with granular texture and limited luster 
quality. The design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition 
throughout, even on the headdress feathers and other problem 
areas. The pleasing surfaces are an attractive copper-gold with 
rose highlights. Only a few insignificant contact marks can be 
detected in the reverse fields, below M in AMERICA and TE 
in UNITED. This coin features the highest available technical 
grade and tremendous eye appeal. It should find a home in a 
fine collection or Registry Set.

Bright 
yet subtly textured surfaces are carefully preserved, and only a 
few barely perceptible faults combine to preclude an even finer 
designation.

The mintage of three dollar gold pieces in 
1859 for circulation was 15,558 pieces, already a sign of trouble for 
the denomination, which was never popular.

A few thin scrapes account for the grade. Population: 42 in 62, 45

4273 1860 VF25 NGC. This is an interesting three dollar gold piece 
in that it saw extensive circulation apparently in a short time 
just before/at the start of the Civil War, which began in April 
1861. (Or, after New York banks suspended specie payments — 
payments backed in gold and silver — on Dec. 28, 1861, this piece 
might have made its way out West, where gold coins continued to 
circulate, although sometimes at a premium.)

4288 1803/2 — Scratches — NGC Details. AU. Breen-6441, BD-1, 
R.4. All 1803-dated half eagles are overdates, with four die 
varieties known. The coins were produced using two different 
unused obverse dies from 1802 paired with three different reverse 
dies. The present coin represents the BD-1 variety, with the reverse 
star free of the ribbon and pointing to the upper beak tip of the 
eagle. Die evidence indicates BD-1 was struck before the other 
varieties, and the surviving population is on the order of 150-200 
pieces. This well-detailed example exhibits a number of long, thin 
scratches on the obverse that prevent a grade but do little to detract 
from the overall appearance. 


4287 1795 Small Eagle — Reverse Repaired — NGC Details. AU. 
Breen-6412, BD-3, High R.3. The field within the wreath 
has been smoothed, but no other detractions are obvious and 
substantial luster shimmers from the borders, hair, and wings.

There are six die varieties known for the 
date, five with a pointed 6 in the date, and the more available BD-6 
variety, with a knobbed 6. Experts believe the BD-6 accounted for 
more than half of the original mintage, and 600-900 examples are 
still extant in all grades.

The 1813 BD-1 is the “only readily available date and variety “ of 
this type, according to Bass-Dannreuther; Harry Bass owned three 
examples. The 1813 is a first-year type of the Capped Head to Left 
design, one of the John Reich creations. The Guide Book notes that 
the 1813-15 issues are a separate Bold Relief subtype, although few 
collectors realize it or collect them in that way, as the 1814/3 is 
rare and the 1815 is a legendary star in the numismatic firmament.

4293 1832 13 Stars AU55 PCGS. Breen-6495, BD-1, R.5. The 

weight and fineness standards for U.S. gold coins remained 
unchanged from 1792 until 1834. Unfortunately, economic 
conditions changed drastically during the intervening four 
decades. By the early 1820s, the price of gold had risen on the 
world market, to the point that the bullion value of U.S. gold 
coins far exceeded the face value. These conditions brought 
about massive hoarding and melting, with the result that gold 
coinage vanished from circulation after 1821. 

To remedy the situation, the Coinage Act of June 28, 1834 
was passed. The act introduced a new design for the gold coins, 
the Classic Head, by William Kneass. The act also reduced the 
specifications for the half eagle from 135 grains, .9167 fineness 
of gold to 129 grains, .8992 fineness of gold. The specifications 
for the other gold coins were reduced accordingly. The act 
took effect in August 1834, after which time gold coins began 
to regularly circulate in everyday commerce. While the new 
gold coins circulated readily, the old dates continued to be 
melted, because they still contained too much gold for their 
face value. As a result, every coin in the 1829-1834 Capped 
Head, Small Size type is very rare and highly prized. 

BD-1 is one of only two die pairings for this date, easily 
recognized by the 13 obverse stars. The other marriage, BD-2, is 
the extremely rare 12 Stars variety. John Dannreuther estimates 
the initial mintage of the BD-1 variety at 125,000-150,000 
pieces, but only 40-50 examples are extant today in all grades. 
This is a splendidly detailed Choice AU example that lacks 
detrimental marks and has its share of glowing semi-prooflike 
luster. Undoubtedly destined for an outstanding collection.

It is also worth noting that the vast majority of examples 
did not survive the mass meltings of the 1930s and likely never 
were released to circulation; as a result, Mint State survivors far 
outnumber worn coins. This MS61 example is more accessible to 
a range of collectors than the usual 1929 half eagle. Caramel-gold 
luster on the obverse brightens slightly on the reverse, which also 
shows the majority of grade-defining field abrasions most visible

Eye-Catching PR66+ 1910 Half Eagle 



4365 1910 PR66+ NGC. Seventh of nine in an original 1910 proof set. 
In broad terms, the 1910 is among the more accessible proof 
Indian half eagle issues, though a collector who goes solely by the 
mintage figure of 250 pieces will be misled; the contemporary 
unpopularity of the “Roman Gold” proof finish meant that many 
more coins were struck than sold. In addition, the matte proof 
finish is more distinctive than its Roman Gold counterpart, and 
the Roman Gold pieces could easily be spent as “nice-looking 
coins” rather than the distinctly separate matte proofs. 

Those words apply to general rarity, and the proof 1910 
half eagle is also a natural condition rarity in grades better 
than Gem. This new-to-the-market specimen is the sole 
PR66+ coin in the combined certified population, though the 
grading services have also affirmed a handful of numerically 
finer examples. Nonetheless, this piece also shows a number 
of rewarding qualities that make it one of the most appealing 
representatives of the issue. 

The luster is a touch brighter than usual with more diffuse 
reflectivity, though no collector would mistake the fields for 
mirrors. Light yellow-gold surfaces take on an orange cast 
at certain angles to the light, though this is generally faint. 
Impressively preserved with few flaws, though a delicate surface 
disturbance is noted below the T in UNITED on the reverse.

A substantial mintage of 37,449 Capped Bust Right eagles was 
achieved in 1799, with 10 different die varieties known for the 
date. The present coin represents the very scarce BD-2 variety, 
with small obverse stars, star 9 away from Y, and star 13 away from 
the bust. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-2 variety accounted 
for 1,500-2,000 pieces of the original mintage, with just 35-45 
examples surviving today in all grades. 

The present coin is an evenly worn VF30 specimen that 
retains much original detail. The problem-free surfaces display 
the usual number of minor abrasions for the grade and some 
traces of mint luster.

This otherwise 
attractive specimen shows extensive rim damage on both sides.

state a/a, neither clashed on the obverse nor lapped on the reverse.

This yellow-orange representative is luminous, if not boldly 
lustrous, with stronger definition to the left than right. Wispy 
abrasions and a few scattered marks are noted in the fields, but it 
is a small pinscratch hidden in Liberty’s left-side hair that leaves 
the piece straddling the line between AU55 and AU58.

First Year of Liberty Type 



4370 1838 XF45 PCGS. The rare 1838 was the first gold eagle struck 
for circulation since 1804, and represented the largest gold 
denomination up to that time. It introduced the Liberty motif 
by Christian Gobrecht that dominated the series through 1907, 
although the portrait was modified slightly in 1839. The eagles of 
1838-1839 featured a slightly different hairstyle and a deeper arch 
in the neck truncation than the coins from later years. Examples of 
this short-lived subtype are always prized by type collectors. 

The present coin is a richly detailed greenish-gold piece with 
problem-free surfaces and slightly subdued mint luster. Only 7,200 
pieces were struck, making the 1838 a rare date in all grades.

From 1848 to 
1849, the total number of eagles manufactured in Philadelphia 
and New Orleans would increase nearly fourfold. Light high-point 
rub fails to diminish the appeal or the luster on this charming 
piece, which is well but not fully struck. A small scrape appears 
on Liberty’s neck, with a few scattered contact marks elsewhere.

1850-0 No Motto Ten, AU53 
Scarce Antebellum Issue 


4374 1850-0 AU53 NGC. Variety 1 . The 1850-0 is much scarcer 
than the 1851-0, partly due to a stingy mintage of 57,500 pieces. 

The 
present straw-gold ten has noticeable luster within the lettering, 
plumage, and hair. Faded marks near the chin and on the upper 
reverse field are consistent with the grade.

As might be expected from the low 
mintage, the 1852-0 is a scarce issue in all grades, and examples 
in AU53 are quite rare. Doug Winter believes the surviving 
population numbers no more than 80-90 total examples, with 
14'16 specimens in the AU range.

‘Deceptively Rare Date’ 


4381 1867-S XF40 PCGS. Termed as a “deceptively rare date” by 
Garrett and Guth, the 1867-S ten had a low mintage of only

circulation and the few survivors showing heavy wear. Akers wrote 
in 1980 that he had never seen one that graded a full XF. This 
orange-gold example retains slight traces of luster around the 
devices.

4384 187l-S AU55+ PCGS. The Liberty Head eagle series of the 
1870s- 1880s timeframe is an underappreciated one by collectors 
who have not attempted to assemble a set of these pieces, many with 
extraordinarily low mintages and/or paltry survival rates, particularly 
in Uncirculated. The PCGS CoinFacts website says, “In Mint State, 
eagles of the 1866-1880 span are nearly all major rarities to an extent 
not fully appreciated by the marketplace.

The 1889-S eagle was the smallest branch 
mint gold coin made in the year, and it appears that San Francisco 
went out of its way to produce nice ones. This splendid near-Gem 
boasts radiant cartwheel luster that would be not at all out of place 
on a Morgan dollar. Deep orange-gold coloration complementing 
hazel accents at the rims further increases the appeal. The strike is 
full, and only a single straight scrape across Liberty’s cheek requires 
singular notice.

Elusive Near-Gem 1889-S Eagle 
Only One Finer at PCGS 



4410 1889-S MS64 PCGS. PCGS has only certified a single MS65 
example finer than the present coin, which is one of 18 in this 
near-Gem grade and quite rare as such (8/11). The 1889-S is also 
a well-made and relatively available issue for an S-mint from the 
1880s. This piece is sharply struck in the centers if not absolutely 
so, with a fresh appearance over fairly unabraded orange-gold

4411 1891-CC MS62 PCGS. Myriad surface marks are evident on each 
side of this frosty Mint State piece. Brilliant luster exhibits lovely 
rose overtones on its bright yellow surfaces.(#8720)

struck and has good luster. As is customary for the grade, the left 
obverse displays numerous small marks.(#8725) 
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4413 1893 MS62 NGC. An attractive peach-gold Liberty type coin that 
boasts a precise strike and vibrant cartwheel sheen. Tiny marks are 
scattered but none are singularly distracting. (#8 725) 

4414 1893 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. This sun-gold near-Gem has vibrant 
luster and occasional wispy abrasions. The strike is bold aside 
from the final two stars. Conditionally rare above the MS64 level. 
Population: 5 in 64+, 2 finer (8/11).(#8725) 

Well-Made 1893-0 Eagle, MS63 
Among the Finest Graded 


4415 1893-0 MS63 NGC. Variety 1. Four mints made Liberty Head 
eagles in 1893, the last time such an event would occur in the 
series (Carson City ceased operation). It seems as though New 
Orleans and Carson City vied for the lowest mintages, however, 
with the CC-mint pieces coming in at 14,000 versus 17,000 for the 
O-mint. The CC coin is much more elusive today, however; the 
1893-Os are more available than the low production would imply. 
MS63 is as good as it gets, however: This Select coin is one of 11 
so graded at NGC and there are none finer at either service (8/11). 
Medium orange-gold surfaces boast rich luster and a strike that is 
close to full. Scattered marks that explain the grade are inoffensive.

4416 1893-0 MS63 NGC. Variety 1 . This butter-gold Select 
representative displays dynamic luster and is sharply struck except 
on the lowest stars. The obverse field exhibits minor marks, mostly 
near star 5, while the portrait and reverse are well preserved. A low 
mintage and conditionally challenging New Orleans issue. Census: 
11 in 63, 0 finer (8/11). (#8727) 


4417 1894 MS64+ NGC. CAC. A boldly struck sun-gold Choice 
Liberty type coin. Cartwheel sheen sweeps the surfaces, which 
display distributed luster grazes. Census: 3 in 64+, 15 finer (8/11).

4418 1895 MS64 NGC. A well-defined and flashy Philadelphia piece 
with a crisp appearance. Small pools of reflectivity appear in the 
protected areas of this near-Gem. NGC has graded just four MS65

Vibrant Luster, Sharp Details 


4419 1898-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. Despite its substantial mintage, the 
1898-S Liberty eagle is a rare issue in Select Mint State condition. 
This attractive Select specimen displays vibrant mint luster and 
pleasing greenish-gold surfaces. The design elements are sharply 
detailed and eye appeal is outstanding. Population: 34 in 63, 9 finer 
(8/11). (#8741) 

4420 1901 MS62 NGC. Apple-green graces the peripheries, while 
the remainder of this lustrous eagle is peach-red. A crisply struck 
and lightly marked representative of the long-lived gold type.

4421 1901 MS64 PCGS. CAC. A crisply detailed turn-of-the-century 
coin with pale yellow interiors and richer antique-gold elements 
at the margins, which also show a few small copper spots. Bright 
interior luster is this near-Gem’s best attribute.(#8747)

4422 1901-0 MS64 NGC. Variety 1 . This near-Gem Liberty eagle is 
well struck save for the right (facing) claw. The sun-gold surfaces 
display only wispy marks, and the portrait is well preserved. The 
1901-0 is among the more available New Orleans issues, but is 
nonetheless rare at the MS64 level and virtually unobtainable any 
finer. Census: 6 in 64, 2 finer (8/11). (#8748) 

4423 1901-S MS62 NGC. Blended lemon and lime toning enriches 
this lightly abraded and attractive gold type coin. The cartwheel 
luster is good, and the strike is bold except on a couple of stars.

4424 1901-S MS64 AN ACS. A semi-prooflike lemon-gold Choice 
ten dollar type coin. The strike is precise, and marks are absent 
except for a series of small ticks in front of Liberty’s profile.

4425 1901-S MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Boldly lustrous with particularly 
praiseworthy intensity on the cartwheeling obverse. Bright yellow- 
gold surfaces show just a few too many marks, including a shallow 
but long luster graze on the cheek, to qualify for full Gem status.

4426 1901-S MS65+ NGC. The borders display aqua toning, while the 
interiors are apricot-gold. Sharply struck throughout, and marks are 
limited to occasional field grazes. The 1901-S is the most prevalent 
issue of the type in high grades, but remains popular among hard 
money advocates. (#8749) 


1903-S Ten Dollar, MS67 
Rich, Frosted Surfaces 



4427 1903-S MS67 NGC. This date is considered to be one of the 
most common Liberty eagles issued in the 20th century, although 
Superb Gem examples are rarely seen. Just eight such coins have 
been certified, and only three times previously have we sold such a 
remarkable coin. A survey of auction records over the past 18 years 
reveals the true rarity of Superb Gem specimens. This particular 
specimen has bold design details with bright, frosty orange-gold 
surfaces that are slightly deeper on the reverse. Few abrasions of any 
significance are evident on the lovely surfaces.

4428 1904 MS64 NGC. A mintage of 161,930 pieces makes the 1904 a 
better date as a near-Gem, relative to the plentiful 1901-S. This is 
a lustrous and splendidly preserved honey-gold example.

4429 1906-D MS61 NGC. A peach-gold representative with a slender 
band of sea-green along the upper reverse margin. The strike is

Blended orange and apple-green patina 
invigorates this lustrous and boldly impressed Liberty Motto type 
coin. Marks are inconsequential aside from a pair of thin abrasions 
beneath the right scroll end. (#8760) 

4431 1906-D MS62 NGC. This khaki-gold Liberty ten is crisply struck 
and features booming luster. Small abrasions are distributed but are 
fewer in number than is generally associated with the MS62 level.

4432 1907 MS61 NGC. A butter-gold final-year type coin with good 
luster and a sharp strike. Minimally abraded for the grade save for 
one diagonal mark on the chin. (#8763) 

4433 1907 MS62 NGC. A green-gold Liberty ten with coruscating 
luster and an intricate strike. Unimportant marks are scattered but 
are more prevalent on the obverse. (#8763)

Boldly Contrasted 1883 Eagle, PR64 Cameo 



4434 1883 PR64 Cameo NGC. The 1883 ten dollar proof has an 
identical mintage to its 1881 and 1882 counterparts at just 40 
specimens, though Garrett and Guth note that the issue is “slightly 
more common” than those predecessors. It is plausible that the 
1883 sold out or nearly so, as proof production got a slight bump 
for the next year. In any event, few coins have survived in such 
impressive condition as this PR64 Cameo specimen, boldly 
contrasted between yellow mirrors and sharply struck, frosted 
devices. A touch of cloudiness is noted at the lower left obverse, 
and the reverse has a couple of small copper spots at the bottom 
rim. Census: 6 in 64 Cameo, 1 finer (8/11). (#88823) 
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Gem Ultra Cameo Proof 1896 Liberty Eagle 



4435 1896 PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. The Breen Proof 
Encyclopedia notes that no more than 78 gold proof sets were 
made for 1896, and “probably under 75,” further mentioning 
that the 1896 proof eagle is the rarest issue of the set. Most such 
original proof sets, of course, have long since been split up for 
their individual components. 

The PCGS CoinFacts website estimates that perhaps 40 
specimens survive today, including a handful of impaired proofs, 
but that estimate accounts for only 10 pieces at the Gem (or 
finer) preservation level of the present coin — including raw 
coins and those certified by other third-party grading services. 
PCGS shows eight submissions in PR65 or finer, including 
Cameo and Deep Cameo coins; NGC reports 23 examples in 
all grades including Cameo and Ultra Cameo coins, but only 
nine of them are at the PR65 or finer level. This leaves 19 
submissions at both services of Gem or finer coins, and after 
duplicates are removed, we would be unsurprised to find only a 
dozen or so survivors in all, a result that largely squares with the 
PCGS estimate. 

As an Ultra Cameo Gem certified by NGC, this piece is one 
of two at this level, and there are four Ultra Cameo grading 
events finer (7/11). The surfaces on this coin are more yellow- 
gold than orange-gold, and the fields are profoundly mirrored, 
with equally profound contrast against the thick mint frost on 
the devices. The fields show only the faintest evidence of the 
orange-peel effect usually seen on 1870-1900 proof gold. The 
only noteworthy contact mark is an intermittent scrape from 
star 5 to forehead. An impeccably struck Gem of this late-19th

4436 1907 No Periods MS62 NGC. Faint greenish tints visit saturated 
yellow-gold surfaces on this MS62 representative. Lightly abraded 
in the left obverse and reverse fields but otherwise a pleasing coin 
for the grade, if a trifle softly struck at the centers. (#885 2)

Important First-Year Type Coin 


4437 1907 No Periods MS63 PCGS. This well-detailed Select specimen 
displays satiny, almost mattelike, mint luster with a few minor contact 
marks and luster grazes on both sides. The Indian Head design was 
introduced in 1907, and the No Motto type was only produced for 
two years, making this issue doubly important to type collectors.

4438 1907 No Periods MS65 NGC. The Indian Head eagle was 
enthusiastically accepted by the general public when the design 
debuted in 1907 and many high-grade examples were saved by 
collectors. This impeccably preserved Gem example offers sharply 
detailed devices and vibrant mint luster, while the pleasing yellow- 
gold surfaces display a few rose highlights. (#8852) 

4439 1908 No Motto AU58 NGC. A luminous and lightly rubbed 
example of the last Philadelphia No Motto eagle issue, pale yellow- 
gold with abrasions to the left of Liberty’s cheek and neck and 
in the bottom third of her war bonnet. A few small digs are also 
noticed on the reverse.(#8853) 

4440 1908-D Motto MS62 NGC. This popular, early With Motto issue 
has pronounced reddish-tinted mint luster and numerous small 
to medium sized abrasions peppered over each side. Well struck.

Intensely Lustrous MS64 1908-S Ten Dollar 



4441 1908-S MS64 NGC. Compared to previous years, the San 
Francisco Mint’s gold coinage output was puny in 1908: It struck 
no quarter eagles, the double eagles had a famously low mintage 
of 22,000 pieces, and neither the half eagles nor eagles escaped 
the five-figure range. This MS64 example of the ten dollar issue 
is intensely lustrous and generally well-defined with only minor 
striking softness visible on Liberty’s hair. Light chatter on the cheek 
contributes to the grade. With 22 coins at this level in the NGC 
Census Report and 23 pieces in all finer grades (7/11), the near-Gem 
1908-S ten dollar is clearly in a respectable tier of condition rarity.

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4442 1909 MS62 NGC. Better-defined than often seen, especially on 
Liberty’s hair. Luminous wheat-gold and yellow surfaces are lightly 
abraded overall, but the coin is still pleasing.(#8862) 

4443 1909-D MS61 NGC. A trio of scrapes on the Indian’s chin and 
a number of other abrasions account for the grade on this lustrous 
orange-gold early mintmarked eagle. Some hazy charcoal-gray 
accents appear mostly on the high points. (#8863)

4444 1909-D MS62 PCGS. CAC. Unlike its half eagle counterpart 
which was struck in enormous quantities, the 1909-D Indian eagle 
saw a minimal mintage of 121,540 coins, and Fuljenz says it is a 
“tough coin in any grade above MS63 and many experts consider 
it one of the most undervalued” Indian Head eagle. At the MS62 
level, the present coin shows a number of contact marks on each 
side. Yellow-gold surfaces boast good luster and equal eye appeal.

4445 1909-S — Improperly Cleaned — NCS. Unc Details. Delicate 
vertical hairlines emerge on Liberty’s cheek upon careful rotation. 
Nonetheless, this nicely struck honey-gold eagle provides sweeping 
luster and minimally bagmarked surfaces.(#8864) 

4446 1910 MS64 NGC. CAC. Well-defined on the eagle’s feathers, if 
not Liberty’s. Rich yellow-gold luster holds the key to this near- 
Gem’s visual appeal, and only a few small digs and luster scrapes 
preclude an even finer designation (8/11).(#8865) 

4447 1910-S MS61 PCGS. The conditionally scarce 1910-S is elusive 
in Mint State. This satiny caramel-gold representative has a good 
strike and only lightly abraded surfaces. (#8867) 

4448 1911-S MS60 NGC. Scarce in Uncirculated grades, this MS60 
example is peppered with small abrasions on each side. Rich 
reddish-gold color.(#8870)

1911-S MS64 NGC. Garrett and Guth credit a single “small 
hoard in Europe in the 1970s” with making the 1911-S ten 
dollar, mintage 51,000 pieces, available to more than a handful of 
collectors in Mint State. Of course, one “small hoard” is far from 
enough to meet the demand for this issue, especially in grades such 
as MS64. This is a warmly lustrous wheat-gold near-Gem with 
straw and orange accents.

While the present near- 
Gem representative is not fully struck, it is certainly better than 
the norm; Liberty’s hair shows only slight softness, and the details 
of the eagle’s feathers are crisp. Yellow-orange luster swirls across 
satiny surfaces that are little-marked aside from a few shallow marks 
at the left obverse rim and a pair of deeper abrasions in and to the 
left of the feathers of the headdress.

While the 
1912-S ten dollar is essentially a type issue in circulated grades, 
it breaks from that pattern at the MS60 level, and it emerges as 
a genuinely scarce coin in Select condition. At the Gem level, 
it is indisputably a condition rarity, and this remarkable MS64+ 
example is practically there, with only a few stray marks keeping 
it from the next designation.

Yet this MS64+ coin has remarkable 
strand definition on the obverse, along with the shimmering 
yellow-orange satin luster it shares with the reverse. By the front 
alone, this coin would qualify as a Gem, and only a single horizontal 
abrasion on the leading edge of the eagle’s near wing keeps it out of 
that category.

The appearance of a couple of small hoards 
years ago has greatly increased the availability and popularity of the 
1916-S. This example has bright mint frost and numerous, grade-

4459 1932 MS65 PCGS. CAC. A well-detailed Gem specimen of this 
popular date, with vibrant mint luster and highlights of rose and 
lilac. The 1932 is an available date in the series, especially popular 
with type collectors.(#8884)

Sharp Details and Good Luster 


4455 1914-S MS62 NGC. From a mintage of 208,000 pieces, the 1914' 
S Indian eagle is a rare issue in higher Mint State grades. This 
attractive MS62 example displays sharp definition on all design 
elements. The light greenish-gold surfaces are brightly lustrous and 
show only a few insignificant contact marks. Visual appeal is quite

Perhaps only a single 
mark on the Indian’s cheek keeps this piece from Gem status, as 
contact elsewhere is minimal. Lovely orange-gold color and rich 
luster round out the appeal.

Superb Gem Proof 1910 Ten Dollar 
Never Before Offered to Collectors 



4460 1910 PR67 NGC. Eighth of nine pieces in an original 1910 
proof set. President Theodore Roosevelt, forever driven and 
ambitious, was determined to win whatever he had set himself 
to achieving. In his second term, after deciding that U.S. 
coinage was “artistically of atrocious hideousness,” he pursued 
the finest American sculptor he could find, Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, and he plowed through the artist’s early objections 
and the roadblocks thrown up by Mint engravers to see that the 
coins he wanted would be struck. Though it would go through 
several iterations and ultimately wound up as a low-relief design 
that was not to anyone’s complete satisfaction, the Saint- 
Gaudens ten dollar design has become a collector favorite. 

While business strikes remained relatively stable after 1907, 
changing only to put the motto IN GOD WE TRUST on 
the reverse, proofs went through a more turbulent process, 
bouncing from matte surfaces to the so-called “Roman Gold” 
and back again in the span from 1908 to 1911. The Roman 
Gold coins, produced in 1909 and 1910, form a curious chapter 
in U.S. coinage history, and the Superb Gem proof offered here 
is among the finest survivors of that period. 

Exacting definition on the devices is surrounded by the 
bright but non-reflective glow of fields treated in the “Roman 
Gold” style. Light yellow-gold color prevails on each side, 
though a measure of apricot is also present as a counterbalance. 
A marvelous specimen and a rare opportunity to own one of the 
few known Superb Gems of this issue. Census: 5 in 67, 1 in 67

the yellow-orange surfaces seem full of lustrous promise, though 
close inspection reveals the disturbances and hairlines of a past

In-Demand First Year of Issue 



4462 1850 MS62 PCGS. From 1849 to 1850 the total dollar amount 
of federal U.S. gold business strikes, all denominations, produced 
at the nation’s mints rose from around $8.7 million to more than 
$10.1 million. Of that total, around $7 million was accounted for 
by the new double eagle denomination, struck in its first year at 
Philadelphia and New Orleans. The increase was due, of course, to 
the abundant gold supplies from California, which would not have 
an official federal mint for four more years. While there is no way 
of knowing for certain, the odds are great that most double eagles 
struck in this year are from California gold. 

The 1850 double eagle is nonetheless rare in Mint State. The 
surfaces on this MS62 specimen are remarkably bright yellow-gold 
and strongly struck throughout, save for slight weakness on the oval 
of stars on the reverse. A couple of medium-sized abrasions appear 
in the right obverse field. The overall luster is a bit subdued, but the 
fields are bright and this is an impressive coin nevertheless. More

This lustrous, well-detailed specimen shows a number of contact 
marks and pinscratches on the reverse, including an X between 
the denomination and the final A in AMERICA. The 1851-0 is a 
popular choice of mintmark type collectors.

Scarce, Lightly Circulated Specimen 




4464 1853-0 AU50 NGC. Variety 1. The 1853-0 Liberty double eagle 
is a transitional coin in the New Orleans series. The double eagle 
mintages of the years before 1853 were substantial, and examples 
are not difficult to locate. After 1853, double eagle mintages 
plummeted, and specimens of the later dates are quite elusive. At 
71,000 pieces, the 1853-0 mintage splits the difference, and coins 
are reasonably available in lower grades, but high-grade examples 
are rare. The present coin is a lightly circulated greenish-gold 
example, with traces of prooflike reflectivity in the most protected

4465 1853-0 AU55 NGC. Variety 1. The opening of the new San 
Francisco branch mint in 1854 obviated the need for miners 
of California gold to send their gold dust to New Orleans for 
coining. The 1853-0 double eagle, accordingly, became the last 
high-mintage O-mint twenty, struck in the quantity of 71,000 
coins as compared to 3,250 of the 1854-0 and 141,468 of the 
1854-S. The surfaces on this Choice AU specimen are bright 
yellow-gold, complementing a subtle overlay of reddish patina. The 
strike is bold overall, save for the exception of Liberty’s hair curls.

4522 1904 PR64 Cameo NGC. Mintages of proof double eagles 
whipsawed wildly at the beginning of the 1900s, from 124 
pieces in 1900 to 96, 114, 158, and 98 in following years. To 
make matters even more confusing, the 1904 issue—which 
corresponds to the 98 figure—is the one Jeff Garrett considers 
“the most common issue of the type in Proof,” according the 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins. Of course, resubmissions are 
in play with this issue, as they are in so many others; as far back 
as 2006, the year the first edition of the Encyclopedia came out, 
there were already more certification events (100) than coins 
already minted. 

Of course, proof gold always poses a challenge, even if the 
1904 proof twenty, like its famously abundant business strike 
counterpart, is the ideal type coin for its series. Compounding 
the difficulty for collectors who prefer the 19th century frosted- 
device look to the uniformly brilliant trend of 20th century 
Liberty gold is the lack of contrast on 1904 examples; Garrett 
and Guth write that “[m]ost of the examples seen also have very 
little, if any, cameo surfaces.” 

Counter to the trend toward brilliance, this coin is 
undeniably contrasted on both obverse and reverse. Neither 
side shows the thick and deliberate frostiness of years past, but 
the creamy texture of the portrait is rewarding in its own right. 
Sharply struck devices are nearly fault-free, though a horizontal 
contact is noted in the right reverse field, just to the left of the 
I in AMERICA. NGC has graded just five numerically finer 
Cameo representatives (7/11). (#89120)

4523 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim XF45 PCGS. The present coin is 
an interesting alternative to the more frequently encountered Mint 
State High Relief double eagle, an example that may have served 
as a pocket piece. Deep yellow-orange surfaces offer glints of peach 
and sun-gold near the margins. Despite a degree of wear on the 
highpoints, this coin loses none of its majesty, and the luster of the 
protected fields remains virtually intact.

4526 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim AU58 NGC. Famous for its limited 
mintage and the beauty of its design, the 1907 High Relief Saint'

have achieved. Examples are always in demand, and collectors 
who save no other gold coins will bid feverishly on a High Relief 
whenever one is offered. 

The present coin is an example of the Flat Rim variety, which is 
four or five times as rare as the Wire Rim type. The central design 
elements exhibit the sharp details expected of the High Relief, 
while the peripheral devices show the typical softness found on 
this issue. The lustrous yellow'gold surfaces are accented by rose

4527 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim AU58 PCGS. Augustus Saint' 
Gaudens began to produce monumental sculpture in the 1870s 
after attending the Ecole des Beaux-Arts in Paris, and after an 
unscheduled trip to Rome to avoid the Franco'Prussian War. Henry 
Duffy, in an essay in the 1999 museum catalog for the exhibit in 
the Musee des Augustins in Toulouse, wrote that Saint'Gaudens 
began a career that “would quickly take him to the forefront of his 
profession.” The sculptor, 

“ ... created a unique place for himself as confidante of the 
powerful, and arbiter of taste for a generation of American 
sculptors who were his pupils. Saint'Gaudens understood 
classicism as few other American sculptors did, imbuing 
the cool, crisp lines of his monuments and reliefs with an 
underlying vitality that was both physical and psychic as 
well.” 

The cool, crisp lines Duffy refers to are plainly evident on 
his High Relief twenty. The crispness of the lines in Liberty’s 
drapery are clearly reminiscent of statuary from classical Greece. 
This classical influence was what Saint'Gaudens and President 
Roosevelt were striving for when they first began to talk in 1905 
about redesigning the nation’s coinage. Even with slight friction 
over the high points, the classical influences are abundantly clear 
on this coin. The reddish'tinted surfaces show a few small contact 
marks in the upper obverse fields. (#9136)

4528 1908 No Motto MS65 NGC. Long Rays Obverse. A satiny wheat- 
gold Gem that boasts an intricate strike and clean surfaces save for 
minor marks near the elbow of Liberty’s right (facing) arm.

A crisply struck orange-gold representative of this briefly 
coined subtype.

This orange-gold Gem boasts splendid 
luster over well-struck surfaces that might even have claims to a 
finer grade, as the scattered small abrasions are largely confined to 
the sun’s rays on the lower reverse.

Gaudens double eagles, only the famous 1907 High Reliefs and 
Ultra High Reliefs can claim smaller mintages. As the second 
year of the celebrated series, the 1908-S missed the heated 
debate over the inclusion of the motto IN GOD WE TRUST, 
and all examples struck are of the Motto type. 

Prior to World War I double eagles still circulated 
to some degree in the western part of the country, and the 
1908-S is one of the few series issues that is seen more often 
in circulated grades than Mint State. The issue is elusive in 
lower Uncirculated grades, and examples in Premium Gem 
condition are very rare. In high grade, the 1908-S is considered 
by specialists to be just as rare as the more famous later dates of 
the series, such as the 1932. 

The present coin is a spectacular Premium Gem example, 
listed in David Akers’ compilation of Significant Examples 
(A Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins 1907- 
1933, second edition, page 231). The surfaces of this piece are 
impeccably preserved and satiny, with delicate orange-gold 
highlights. The design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition 
throughout, and eye appeal is tremendous. The combination of 
low mintage, overall scarcity, and high technical grade should 
generate considerable interest in this memorable second-year 
Saint.

4537 1909/8 MS62 PCGS. CAC. FS-301. The only overdate in the 
Saint-Gaudens series, and also the most prominent 20th century 
overdate produced during peacetime. The 1918/7-D nickel, 1918/7- 
S quarter, 1942/1 and 1942/1 -D dimes, and the 1943/2-P nickel 
were all coined during World War I or II. Perhaps the enormous 
mintage of 1908 double eagles contributed to the mint blunder, 
which was probably struck near the change of calendar year. This 
green-gold example has good luster and a nice strike. Minor marks 
on the fields and sun correspond to the grade. (#9151)

4565 1910 PR67 NGC. Last of nine pieces in an original 1910 proof 
set. The semibright “Roman Gold” finish was a two-year 
regent of gold proof finishes while the U.S. Mint sought a 
replacement for the then-unpopular matte proof finish (the 
“once and future king”). Unfortunately for Roman Gold, it 
was neither the mirrored finish craved by those nostalgic for 
the look of proof Liberty double eagles, nor was it the matte 
texture that had won its share of adherents in 1908, and so 
it pleased few collectors. Despite a published mintage of 167 
specimens that is the highest for any proof gold twenty, the 
Akers-Ambio Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold 
Coins does not rate it as the most common date of the series. 

In fact, their high-grade rarity rankings put the date firmly in 
the middle of the pack, despite statements by the authors that 
“most of the survivors have been well cared for over the years” 
and “the typical proof 1910 encountered in today’s market is 
overall smooth, if not virtually pristine.” At the PR67 level, 
there are only five coins in the combined certified population 
with only three listed at PR68 or better (8/11). 

Public auction offerings of Superb Gem specimens are 
even rarer than the coins themselves, and dedicated proof 
gold enthusiasts would be wise to take advantage of this 
opportunity. The luminous surfaces, pale yellow with a modest 
orange overtone, are exquisite and wholly original; two tiny 
milk spots are visible with close inspection of the area under 
Liberty’s branch arm. The strike is gold, and wire rims appear 
in incomplete arcs along parts of both obverse and reverse. This 
lot is accompanied by the envelope in which the consignor kept 
the gold coins, in poor to fair condition with the passage of time 
but with the cursive listing of contents (including frequent use 
of “do” for “ditto”) still legible.

4566 1851 Humbert Fifty Dollar, Reeded Edge, 887 THOUS. AU50 
NGC. K-6, R.4. The U.S. Assay Office was established under the 
auspices of Moffat & Co. to help provide the booming California 
economy with a practical medium of exchange. Assayer Augustus 
Humbert began producing these large octagonal fifty dollar “slugs” 
in 1851. Several varieties are known for the date, with Humbert 
making changes that were sometimes a matter of convenience, like 
switching to a reeded edge instead of a lettered edge, and sometimes 
mandated by the government, like changing the fineness from 880 
THOUS. to 887 THOUS. The coin offered here represents the K-6 
variety, with a reeded edge and the 887 THOUS. fineness. 

The present coin is a lightly circulated example of this large 
format Territorial gold coin. This piece is moderately abraded on 
the obverse, and lightly marked on the reverse. The often weak 
central details are typically soft on this example, and the coloration 
is a pleasing, uniform, light greenish-gold. Listed on page 368 of the

Both sides are cloudy from hairlines, and several obverse corners 
appear whizzed. Kagin-11 is the last of the Assay Office fifties issued 
under Humbert’s name. Survivors in all grades are desirable for 
their link to the halcyon days of the California Gold Rush. Listed

The Moffat coins and ingots were among the first, if not the first, 
money coined after the discovery of gold in California just a few 
months previous. This piece is well-circulated and shows heavy 
wear on the obverse device of Liberty, an area that is usually weakly 
struck in the best of circumstances. Numerous small abrasions are 
peppered over each side of this green-gold piece that has light 
reddish accents over the devices.

4572 Justh & Hunter Gold Ingot. 50.50 Ounces. The California 
Gold Rush attracted individuals of many motivations and 
nationalities. A number of the Europeans who came to 
California at that time were refugees or exiles; in 1848, the 
same year gold was discovered in California, a series of revolts 
and revolutions struck European nations, with France, the 
German and Italian states (which had not yet unified), and 
parts of the Austrian Empire (most notably Hungary) affected. 
The case of the Hungarians is particularly relevant to the study 
of Territorial gold and assayers’ ingots; without the turmoil and 
exile encountered by various Hungarian revolutionaries, there 
would be no Wass, no Molitor, no Justh (of Justh and Hunter). 

Of course, numerous Americans also traveled to California. 
According to documents reprinted in California Coiners and 
Assayers by Dan Owens, Solomon Hillen Hunter traveled 
from Baltimore, Maryland to California in 1855, making the 
Atlantic leg of the trip on a ship named the S.S. George Law; in 
a touch of grotesque irony, that ship, renamed the S.S. Central 
America, sank in October 1857 with a number of assayers’ 
ingots on board, including this one. 

Like many assay offices’ pairings, the firm Justh & Hunter 
made for a bit of an odd couple; Justh had been in California 
five years and had just left the employ of the U.S. Mint in 
San Francisco, while Hunter was fresh off the boat. Yet their 
partnership lasted a little more than three years, including the 
fateful year of 1857, when a shipwreck inadvertently preserved 
their legacy for future generations. 

The firm of Justh & Hunter was little known before the 
salvage of the S.S. Central America . That changed radically 
once this fabulous treasure was brought to the surface. There 
were 86 ingots salvaged from this assayer. This is a medium-sized 
ingot, even though 50.5 ounces is still quite hefty. Justh ingots 
range from a low of 5.24 ounces to a whopping 866.19 ounces. 
This rectangular piece is imprinted on the top side: NO. 4335 / 
JUSTH & HUNTER / 50.50 OZS. / 883 FINE. / $921.78. The 
sides show no imprinting, and the back has the batch number 
35 at the top left. Two assay chips are out of opposite corners, as 
usually seen. The surfaces are orange-gold and show the normal 
depressions and gas bubbles inherent in the casting process.

4598 1946 New York Assay Office Gold Ingot. 25.89 Ounces. 

The New York Assay office was in continuous operation from 
1854 until 1982. The New York office handled massive amounts 
of gold that were shipped to Europe and South America, and 
likewise received from Europe. In 1910, The Work of Wall Street 
detailed the function of the Assay Office: 

“The Assay Office is a branch of the United States Mint, 
and, as its name indicates, it receives and assays deposits 
of gold and silver and returns same to the depositors in 
the shape of bars, or the Government will give coin for 
the value of the gold. An interesting book could be writ' 
ten about the Assay Office, its methods of melting and 
refining, and its marvelous scales, which are so delicate' 
ly adjusted that they can weigh one'half of one hair of a 
person’s head. It is from this office that the exporters of 
gold obtain most of the yellow metal for shipment; and 
it is in this connection that the Assay Office becomes an 
important part of the mechanism of Wall Street. In this 
office we are confronted with the evidence of the dual 
character of gold as money or a medium of exchange, 
and as merchandise, an article itself bought and sold 
the same as pig'iron. The Assay Office makes two kinds 
of gold bars for sale: small bars varying in value from 
$100 to $700, which are bought for use in the arts and 
sciences; and large bars varying in value from $5,000 to 
$8,000, which are used for the export of the precious 
metal. These bars are stamped with weight and fineness 
as ascertained by the assay. Exporters pay 4 cents per 
$100 for them, but even at this cost the bars are cheaper 
than coin would be.” 

The smaller ingots mentioned above would have been 
cast for foreign accounts after the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 
effectively made gold ownership illegal for U.S. citizens until 
it was repealed by President Ford in 1974. The Assay Office 
stamp includes the date 1946, indicating it was produced during 
the 40'year period when ownership of such an ingot would 
have been prohibited by a U.S. citizen. In order to have such 
an ingot produced in 1946, a foreign customer would have to 
exchange gold notes for it. The ingot shows evidence that it did 
not stay overseas, if indeed it ever left the country. This ingot 
is similar to the 1933'dated ingot offered by Kagin'Holabird 
in the summer of 2008. It was altered with the serial number 
removed, “in an attempt to remove it perhaps an act intended 
at hiding who was issued the ingot and when.” The short, top 
side of this piece shows a curiously bright, hairlined surface and 
uneven texture. There is no serial number, and we conclude the 
bar was heated and altered in this area to make it impossible to 
trace who originally had it produced. 

The top side of the ingot has a welTcentered, circular 
imprint of the New York Assay Office with the 1946 date. 
Immediately below is FINE / 999.6. The right, long side reads 
ZS. 25.89, — the OZS. stamp just showing the faintest trace 
of the letter O. The faces are bright, as one would expect from 
such a high fineness ingot. A few small handling marks are 
scattered about, but none are individually distracting. We have 
seen few New York Assay Office ingots. This should prove to be 
an opportunity for the advanced collector. (#661000)

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, 
IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR 


MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted 
online several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on 
his Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the ’’Minimum 
Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium 
and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of 
a tie bid, the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any 
Bidders at an Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision 
and declaration of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly 
offered, whether by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go 
unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the 
winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in 
its sole discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory 
credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid 
by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any 
person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, 
or very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s 
election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of 
the purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” 
when drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. 
Credit Card (Visa or Master Card only) and PayPal payments may be accepted up to $10,000 
from non-dealers at the sole discretion of the Auctioneer, subject to the following limitations:

In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot 
and any other damages pertaining to the lot. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or 
other states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, 
unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax 
in California on invoices under $1500 and in Texas on invoices under $1000. Check the Web site 
at: http://coins.ha.eom/c/ref/sales-tax.zx for more details.) Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer 
the actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an 
expired, inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of 
the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file 
at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or 
certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be 
made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any 
invoice not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three 
percent (3%) of any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney 
for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer.

Terms and Conditions of Auction 


30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of 
the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale. In addition, 
with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he 
might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on 
the invoice.

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will 
be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise 
and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.

DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description 
of the items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the 
items for those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and 
no description of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations 
can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. 
NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written 
warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein 
are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and 
are the exclusive remedy.

Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer 
disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue 
clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which 
arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 


46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the 
lot lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be 
limited to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers 
maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the 
value of the lot.
